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COMPENSATION FOR SLUM CLEARANCE 


public purposes he should receive compensation 

has been abolished so far as the legislature is 

concerned. The man who owns an unhealthy 
house is in a similar position to that of a man who 
retains and offers unhealthy meat for sale. He is 
liable to have the house destroyed by constituted 
authority without receiving any compensation therefor. 
For under Section 19 of the Housing Act, 1930, a local 
authority, once it is satisfied that the inhabitants of any 
area are existing under conditions that are unhealthy, 
and that total demolishing of the dwellings and other 
buildings is an undertaking for the benefit of the com- 
munity, then the local authority may declare the area 
a ‘clearance area”? under the Act, and submit a 
scheme for the demolition and clearance to the Minister 
of Health. This being the case, some 2,000 property 
owners protesting from a northern city and many 
thousands from other localities, have not hesitated to 
state that this destruction of their property without 
compensation is “ downright robbery,” and it would 
certainly seem that owners and mortgagees of property 
affected by such orders for slum clearance should be 
entitled to a hearing by the Minister of Health. In 
some instances they might possibly be able to show that 
the local authority has not fulfilled conditions legally 
precedent to the order, and the Minister of Health might 
see fit to modify the order after he has held a local 
inquiry. 

We are naturally all anxious to obtain healthy homes 
everywhere ; but at present it appears that the Minister 
of Health has not established any standard of fitness 
for human habitation. It is true he did make some 
definite statement in the Manual on unfit houses issued 
by the Ministry in 1919. There it is laid down that a 
fit house should be: (1) free from serious dampness ; 
(2) satisfactorily lighted and ventilated ; (3) properly 
drained, and provided with adequate sanitary con- 
venience, including a sink and suitable arrangements for 
disposing of slop water; (4) in good general repair ; 
(5) with a satisfactory water supply ; (6) with adequate 
washing accommodation ; (7) with adequate facilities 
for preparing and cooking food; (8) with a well-venti- 
lated store for keeping food. All these requirements 
were incorporated in and augmented by Section 62 of 
the Housing Act, 1930, with an additional item requiring 
the paving and drainage of courts, yards and passages. 

Nevertheless, these requirements have not been by any 
means rigidly adhered to by local authorities, who appear 
to set up varying standards of their own; and, more- 
over, the recommendations of the Manual have not 
even been upheld by every one of the inspectors of the 
Ministry of Health who have held inquiries as to slum 
clearance. 

There are, of course, many “ border-line”’ houses 
whose condition of fitness causes anxiety and difficulty 
to the local authority concerned in coming to a 
decision. 

The Housing Acts recognise two classes of unsatis- 
factory houses: (1) those which are “not in all 
respects reasonably fit for human habitation”; (2) 
those which are “in a state so dangerous or injurious 
to health as to be unfit for human habitation.”’ Those 
of Class 1 are to be dealt with by repair. Those of 
Class 2 by closure with a view to repair, or demolition. 
Where there are unhealthy areas, Section 1 of the 
Housing Act of 1930 enables local authorities to con- 
demn them as such, with a view to subsequent demoli- 
tion of all buildings thereon. 

In the difficulty of exercising their powers, there has 
been a tendency amongst certain local authorities to 
resort to the Courts, and especially has this been the 


Te tradition that if a man’s property is taken for 


case in instances of individual houses. In R. v. 
Minister of Health ex parte Davis (1929) 1 K.B. 619 (the 
Derby case), the local authority failed in the action 
because an improvement scheme in order to be valid 
must, besides providing for the acquisition and clearance 
of an area, contain particulars of the proposed develop- 
ment of the area, and not confer on the local authority 
an unrestricted power to sell or lease the cleared area. 
In Minister of Health v. R. (Yaffe) (1931) A.C. 494 (the 
Liverpool case), the objection in the last-mentioned case 
was removed by the Minister of Health himself; and 
the local authority succeeded, in the House of Lords, in 
that the scheme, whatever its defects, was an improve- 
ment scheme under the Act of 1925. In re Bowman 
(1932) 2 K.B. 621 (the South Shields case) an order as 
to the time for vacation of condemned buildings which 
was originally defective, but was made valid by the - 
Minister of Health, was upheld. In this case, it was 
also decided that the Court cannot hear evidence as to 
the condition of a house, but that that is for the local 
authority, who are bound to give an owner an oppor- 
tunity to object. In re Gateshead Clearance Order (1931) 
1 K.B. 429, it was decided that a local authority in 
declaring an area to be a clearance area, whilst they must 
satisfy themselves as to the provision of alternative 
dwelling accommodation, need not trouble about shop 
people who are displaced. 

A case of considerable importance on the construction 
of Section 19 of the Act of 1930 came before the Court 
of Appeal recently. It was that of Johnson v. Leicester 
Corporation (1934) 50 T.L.R. 214. The Leicester Cor- 
poration contended that a certain pair of back-to-back 
houses were unfit for human habitation, and could not be 
made fit at reasonable expense, and required the owner 
to demolish them. The owner offered an undertaking 
to make the two houses into one. The Corporation took 
the view that in law such undertaking could not be 
accepted, as the Act only authorised them to accept an 
undertaking to make one house fit for human habitation. 
On appeal to the County Court it was held, that the 
undertaking of this owner in the circumstances ought 
to be accepted on its merits, as the resulting house would 
be fit for human habitation, and the expense of the work 
required to convert would be reasonable, and that the 
undertaking was one which the Corporation could have 
accepted in law. From this decision the Corporation 
appealed, contending that a house condemned must 
preserve its character as a separate entity, that two 
two-roomed houses must remain two two-roomed houses 
for the purposes of the Act. The Court of Appeal dis- 
missed the appeal, holding that there was nothing in 
Section 19 to restrict the owner from carrying out the 
works as had been suggested by the Corporation. The 
result of this case is the granting of a new lease of life to 
back-to-back houses, provided they are capable of being 
converted to habitable dwellings at reasonable expense. 
Had the Corporation’s contention been upheld by the 
Courts, it would have condemned all back-to-back 
houses, and that beyond appeal—a loss of many thousands 
of houses at a time when they are so urgently needed. 

There is no doubt that some basic standard of fitness 
should be laid down by the Ministry of Health, 
especially as to the structural parts of old houses ; and 
it should not be difficult to stabilise this standard. 
The existence of this standard would effect a consider- 
able shortening of the time now taken up by local 
inquiry. Also it would materially assist the carrying 
out of the scheme of slum clearance now being put 
forward to the Minister by local authorities. A mathe- 
matical mind has calculated that as some 200,000 
houses are to be dealt with in five years, judging by past 
experience of local inquiries, some 400 weeks will be 
taken up by such local inquiries.

REPRESENTATIVES of ship- 
ping and river users’ or- 
ganisations have this week 
met Members of Parlia- 
ment for Greater London 
constituencies in order to advocate 
the reconstruction of Waterloo Bridge, 
as proposed in the new L.C.C. (Money) 
Bill, and in opposition to the final 
proposals of the previous Council, 
endorsed by Parliament, for recon- 
ditioning the bridge. The river users 
have, of course, a case which they are 
entitled to state, but it has already been 
put forward, and there are, as far as we 
know, no fresh facts to be considered 
from their standpoint. But the needs 
and interests of the road users are cer- 
tainly not less important than those of 
the river users, and the provision of

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a new bridge of the kind advocated by 
the shipping interests would create 
difficulties of another kind, unless, of 
course, the road traffic difficulties were 
dealt with in a comprehensive scheme 
for replanning the Charing Cross to 
Blackfriars riverside areas. Besides, 
a new bridge at Charing Cross of the 
kind recommended is not likely to help 
the river users with Westminster Bridge 
spanning the Thames near by. 


It is always interesting to 
Architects’ See the method of work 
Working adopted by others, be they 
Drawings painters or architects, and 
the exhibition of the work- 
ing drawings of some half dozen well- 
known architects, now to be seen at 
No. 9, Conduit-street (the exhibition 
closes to-day, May 11), affords a good 
opportunity of observing the style of 
representation of varied types of build- 
ings. The exhibit of Sir G. Gilbert 
Scott, R.A., consists of the working 
drawings of the new chapel, Charter- 
house School—the plans to the cus- 
tomary eighth scale, with half-inch 
detail of east end and a cross section, 
etc. A block plan shows the position 
of the chapel in relation to the existing 
school buildings, and photographs show 
the completed work. The drawings of 
Mr. Darcy Braddell, F.R.I.B.A., are of 
a house and maisonette, Lee-place, W., 
shown by nine sheets of working 
drawings, plans and elevations to 
eighth scale, with clearly shown details 
to half-inch scale. Mr. Grey Wornum, 
F.R.I.B.A., exhibits one drawing of 
the new R.I.B.A. premises, now well 
on the way to completion. Mr. P. D. 
Hepworth, F.R.I.B.A., shows drawings 
of a house at Totteridge, working 
drawings with numerous pencil sketches 
showing even the position of furniture 
and pelmets. Photographs show the 
completed exterior of the house. The 
church of St. Thomas the Apostle, 
recently illustrated in our pages, is Mr. 
Maufe’s exhibit, shown by numerous 
drawings, crisp and clean in line, the 
building looking well on paper with its 
quiet dignity and fine proportions. 
Mr. C. H. James, F.R.I.B.A., con- 
tributes a set of working drawings of 
No. 5, The Grove, Highgate, which 
would appear to be a charming, quiet 
and attractive house, in character with 
the many examples of fine work in that 
district.

houses are being erected from designs 
selected in an open competition held 
last autumn. “To my mind,” said 
Sir Giles, “the type of speculative 
building under which housing schemes 
are put up by builders frem a few 
‘stock’ plans without consulting an 
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architect, is one of the biggest things 
we architects have to tackle to-day. 
Much of this kind of work is ruining 
many parts of England and, what is 
worse, it is on the increase. Thespecu- 
lative builders responsible are un- 
doubtedly not good architects. This 
is not only a study in art but in psy- 
chology. They think they are giving 
what the public wants, but, personally, 
I do not think they really know what 
that is. So far as housing is concerned, 
the general public must often take 
what is given to it. It has never had 
very much choice in the matter.” 
As an instance of the way in which 
some speculative builders seemed to 
be searching, in slightly bewildered 
fashion, for a lead in housing design, 
Sir Giles cites a builder’s advertise- 
ment, which stated that a certain type 
of house could be constructed either 
with a flat or a sloping roof, the in- 
ference being that, from almost the 
same plans, he could produce a super-

villa, according to the customer’s 
fancy.

Advice to lative builder who needs 


Speculative advice,” added Sir. Giles, 
Builders. “JT would suggest that, 
before embarking upon 
a new housing scheme, he should have 
at least one of his ‘ stock ’ plan houses 
knocked into shape by an architect 
nominated, say, by the president of 
the local architectural association, the 
idea being to make certain modifica- 
tions in materials, design, etc., on the 
original plans—and thus produce a 
better house, both in appearance and 
design. I do not think this need 
necessarily increase the cost, and the 
result, from the builder’s point of view, 
can be judged from the public’s re- 
action to the house.” Sir Giles went 
on to say that, in his opinion, if that 
were done in one house on an estate, 
there would be a rush of people to buy 
or rent it because it would stand out 
distinctively among the others. “To 
my mind,” he added, “ half the battle 
in housing schemes is a question of 
materials. There are speculative 
builders who make their houses a 
hotchpotch of odds and ends of brick 
and half-timber and unnecessary or- 
namentation, instead of simple brick 
and tiles and plastered walls to pro- 
duce a homogeneous effect when proper 
attention is paid to the use of suitable 
colours in proximity to one another.” 
The education of the public in house 
improvement, he concluded, was going 
to be a long process, but, undoubtedly, 
it was the correct thing to do, and the 
Gidea Park ‘Modern Homes Ex- 
hibition ’’ would be a step in the right 
direction.

Employment. 12 the registered number 
of unemployed, which 

stands now at 2,148,195 

persons. This figure is 549,439 fewer 
than a year ago. As compared with 
March, 1934, 26,122 fewer building 
operatives were unemployed and, as 
compared with April, 1933, 44,815. 
This increase is most encouraging, 
although it must not be forgotten 
that roughly 19 per cent. of building 
trade operatives and 45 per cent. of 
men engaged in public works con- 
tracting are still without work—a 
state of affairs that should never be, 
in view of the necessary public works 
that are sorely needed. 


THE idea that beauty in

and with economy still persists. 
Utility Ata recent meeting of the 
Surrey County Council the 

chairman of the committee concerned 
with the proposed new hospital for St. 
Helier said that “a suitable building 
on economical lines was wanted, and 
beauty of external appearance was not 
the predominating factor.” We are 
glad to note that Mr. Tom Braddock, 
a member of the Council, and himself 
an architect, observed that utility and 
beauty of external appearance could be 
well allied in such a building. It is 
strange that so elementary a truth 
should need to be stated, and it is 
fortunate that there are public-spirited 
architects ready to give their time to 
local government and so protect the 
interests of architecture and amenities.

Houses to Let. 

Edmonton Council is to communicate to the 
Ministry of Health the result of an interview 
with a deputation of local builders in con- 
nection with the erection of houses to let to 
the lower-paid classes. This interview 
resulted from an _ instruction from the 
Ministry to the effect that before the Council 
could carry out its wish to erect’ more houses 
to let, the views of local builders must be 
ascertained. It was the unanimous opinion 
of the Edmonton builders that they could 
not, owing to the high price of land, put up 
houses ‘‘ to let’’ for the working class, in 
view of the small rents which would be 
charged. A representative of one firm said 
the price of land in Edmonton was prohibi- 
tive. He did not think it was possible to 
build three-bedroom houses to rent at 11s. a 
week if the land cost more than £150 an acre.

Gratuitous Competitions.

These competitions 
apply particularly to domestic work, its 
planning, equipment and decoration. Large 
numbers of designs are supplied by the pro- 
fession in return for paltry awards to a few. 
Selected designs are displayed in commer- 
cial — sent to us, and in the pro- 
fessional Press. As a result our architects 
are freely broadcasting an enormous amount 
of excellent planning and choice design for 
the benefit of all and sundry. The effect of 
this activity should be obvious. We know 
that nine-tenths of our domestic building 
to-day is not directed by architects. Why 
should we, in addition, supply mass produc- 
tive builders, estate developers and various 
trades with beautiful designs to use without 
regard to copyright, or travesty, as they may 
deem fit? No other registered professional 
people give themselves away in this fashion; 
why should we?

_ Architects’ Fees. 

Smr,—It is my business as a specialist engi- 
neer to be continually in touch with the 
architectural profession, and quite 80 per 
cent. of my company’s turnover is certified 
for by architects. It is a fact, however, 
borne out by comparing the total value of 
schemes estimated for against the cash value 
of orders received, that my company has only 
one chance in ten of “ securing the business.” 

I have also seen something of the chaos 
that results when a ‘business man” 
attempts to erect a building by direct labour. 
It is quite true that by so doing he may avoid 
the quantity surveyor’s and architect’s fees, 
but my experience is that it is then ten 
chances to one that he will have cause to 
regret not taking professional advice. 

f your correspondent “B. C. F.” is a 
specialist in any subject, he will undoubtedly 
be able to place a value on his knowledge, 
but if he follows the accepted methods of 
specialist firms connected with the building 
industry in giving free advice (estimates, 
plans, specifications, etc.) he will, I am cer- 
tain, have to revise his optimistic estimate of 
““nine chances in ten” that his advice will 
be accepted.

Srr,—In.the eye of an employer, all this 
cheerful correspondence would be simply 
**Codlin v. Short.”” My own opinion, based 
on an experience of forty years (in my 
younger days with the valuable experience of 
a period with a contractor, and also in those 
days having prepared many a plan and set of 
quantities for ‘builders direct) is :— 

1. You can make figures say anything. 

2. Sub-contracts have arisen because con- 
tractors themselves started it, and naturally 
prefer to control all the sub-contracts they 
can get hold of; but responsibility to the 
employer overrules. 

3. When a contractor talks of an architect 
doing nothing for the sub-contract work, you 
may be sure he does not know the least thing 
about it. Contra ; It has been my experience 
that, notwithstanding a substantial profit 
added for responsibility, etc., there are 


builders who have a fixed idea that all they 
have to do is to send a cheque to a ‘sub-con- 
tractor after a certificate, and before final 
payment have (quite bona fide) called upon 
the architect first to pass the work. 

In my cases, it was most difficult to con- 
vince that kind of builder that it was for him 


to report to me ‘‘all complete and fit,’’ or 


drop the profit for the benefit of my client, 
I being responsible to the client and not to 
the builder. 

4. Quantities by independent surveyors 


have arisen solely on the direct demand of 
builders themselves; that is old history. 

Knowing the difference, I would sooner take 
out what a builder’s estimator calls a practical 
bill of quantities for his own use for 1 per 
cent. or less, than prepare a bill under an 
R.I.B.A. contract for builders of varying 
policies, staffs and temperaments, for general 
tendering for 2 or 24 per cent. It is a vastly 
different thing. 

5. Of contractors, not one in a hundred 
knows anything of an architect’s work or the 
meaning of a contract; not one in forty any- 
thing of a surveyor’s work; and not one in 
twenty anything of his own estimator’s and 
foreman’s work. 

6. Of the estimators, not one in twenty 
knows anything of an architect’s work; and 
not one in ten anything of the surveyor’s 
work for general tendering, or of the meaning 
of a contract. 

7. Of the archit:cts, not one in twenty 
knows anything of a builder’s inside organisa- 
tion or the trials and troubles of his staff. 

8. Of the surveyors, not one in ten knows 
anything of an estimator’s work and point of 
view. 

None of us is really a judge of the other’s 
work, and each and all think we are 
the hardest worked and hardest done by. 
Incidentally, it may be a quite wrong im- 
pression, but some architects think the 
builder’s risk is his profit or loss, and theirs 
their living, and that on their decease 
Somerset House informs all and sundry of a 
big gap between the respective ‘‘ piles ’’ left 
to their sorrowing relations. 

In 1918, on resuming, I was cheerily told by 
one of the best builder’s managers I know 
that quantities were ‘“‘ as dead as mutton’’; 
all future work would be on a net cost plus 
percentage. I found this had been going on 
from about 1915. In three months I was 
taking off the biggest bill of quantities I had 
ever had, simply because employers would 
not allow the other system directly they 
could get free of it. 

It all comes to this: if an employer feels 
he can get better results by employing the 
builder direct, let him do so by all means. 
Tt is his risk, and he is the man who “ pays 
the piper.” Henry J. Dyer, F.S.I.

The Need for Road Development. 

Sir,—The Automobile Association calls 
attention to the existence in this country of 
thousands of miles of obsolete roads, notably 
in the depressed industrial areas and in 
counties mainly dependent upon agriculture. 
But for the late economic crisis these obso- 
lete roads, it is stated, would by now be 
replaced by modern highways. 

Here, surely, is a golden opportunity to 
translate present confidence, encouraged by 
the Chancellor’s ‘‘ Great Expectations ”’ 
Budget, into action. By bringing the obso- 
lete roads up to date, the Government and 
local authorities can at once assist agricul- 
ture, provide work for the most hardly hit 
among the unemployed, and make a sound 
investment of public funds. 

Considered testimony to the investment 
value of adequate highways is given in a 
recent comprehensive survey made by the 
New York Trust Company, one of the prin- 
cipal American banks. The United States, 
this authoritv’ points out in its official pub- 
lication, ‘‘ The Index,’’ has constructed 
more modern highways than all the European 
countries, including Russia, put together— 
and has done so in a third of their combined 
area. As a consequence, new fields for 
manufacturing and agricultural industries 
and for investment have been opened up. 
Previously inaccessible natural resources 
have been tapped, real estate values have 
been greatly enhanced, new holiday resorts 
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have been made available, travel has been 
stimulated, and so on. 

From the days of the Romans to those of 
Telford and Macadam, and subsequently— 
witness the post-War rise of the British 
motor industry—America’s experience is con- 
firmed by our own. Adequate highways 
always have been a condition of economic 
progress. ‘Conversely, Great Britain will 
pay dearly for neglect of its roads as the 
demands of a recovering world make them- 
selves increasingly felt.

“THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXI11.—ARCHITECTS’ AND SURVEYORS” 
FEES. 


Sir,—A discussion upon ways and means 
of collecting professional fees is rarely profit- 
able, because it must surely be obvious that, 
so long as the parties to a contract act in good 
faith and with scrupulous fairness, it does 
not matter what procedure is followed. If 
there is any intention to hide matters up, it 
is quite possible for any man to do so while 
apparently acting in the most correct and 
customary manner. On the other hand, I see 
no reason for the quantity surveyor to be 
ashamed of the normal procedure under which 
he collects his fees. 

Rather than a discussion upon ways and 
means, I would prefer to see a campaign set 
on foot to root out those dishonours and 
irregularities which we all know do exist 
within a generally honourable profession, and 
in quarters where one would least expect 
them. The profession which sets the highest 
standard of conduct must expect the heaviest 
measure of blame where that code is broken. 

PRACTICE. 

Srr,—Those who have: entered this dis- 
cussion appear reluctant to mention one 
salient fact which must influence the methods 
by which the architect and the surveyor col- 
lect their fees. I refer to the inherent mean- 
ness and commercialism of the British public. 
The quantity surveyors have been fortunate 
enough to establish a ‘‘ painless ’’ method of 
securing their just dues, and there is no 
doubt that they would fail to recover any- 
thing but a small fraction of their earnings 
if they were required to render their accounts 
direct to a cheese-paring clientéle. I see no 
reason why they should forgo such a sensible 
way of working, and I see no reason, either, 
why the architects should not take a leaf out 
of their books. There is far too much false 
dignity about the matter—too much dwelling 
upon the letter, with a disregard of the spirit. 
There is no doubt that ways and means will 
have to be found whereby the architect is 
secured in his calling without the constant 
anxieties which now beset him.

SMALL-HOUSE DESIGNS. 


Mr. J. R. Apamson, president of the Man- 
chester Society of Architects, opened on 
May 1 an exhibition at the Manchester City 
Art Gallery of housing designs which have 
been prepared by a panel of architects at the 
instance of the C.P.R.E. and the Manchester 
Society of Architects. Mr. Adamson said 
that since the supply of small houses was 
becoming more and more a matter for private 
builders they were provided with a great 
opportunity, but also with the responsibility 
not only of supplying accommodation and 
shelter but also of supplying it in a form 
which would be practical and economical in 
its planning, and with the qualities of sim- 
plicity, good proportion, good taste and suit- 
ability of materials. He appealed to the 
builders in Manchester and district to support 
the scheme and to avail themselves to the 
fullest extent of the services and the advice 
which the panel provided at a modest charge. 
Although the panel would not be available 
for the use of municipalities and councils, they 
wished to enlist their sympathy and help in 
the service which it offered, and they hoped 
that it would command the attention of 
builders in their respective areas.

ARCHITECTURE AT THE ROYAL 
ACADEMY 


It is perhaps fashionable, with a 
fashion that never changes, to decry the 
Royal Academy Summer Exhibition. 
The “‘ rejects’ assume an air of relief to be 
out of the ruck; and the critics rack 
their brains for new cleverness in criti- 
cism. Yet the public visits in_ its 
thousands, and creates traffic ‘‘ jams” in 
Piccadilly to compare with a Bank 
Holiday exodus to the seaside, while the 
artists send in their wares with as 
much anxiety as ever. So much are we 
lovers of a social habit. Those who 
have been particularly interested in the 
architectural room have been no excep- 
tions to the rule, and there has been as 
much eagerness to appear in the Exhibi- 
tion as disappointment at the official 
refusal. 

To the architects, this year is one of 
contradictions, and somewhat tantalising 
contradictions at that. For so many 
years the complaint has been with us that 
ours, the greatest, we say, of the arts, has 
been treated with scant respect ; tucked 
away in a far gallery totally inadequate 
to the needs of the art, and hung with 
scant regard for interest or order. We 
should feel almost lost without our per- 
petual complaint, and this year it is 
indeed difficult to ask for a greater step 
forward than we have been granted. 
What more could any art desire than 
that a major work should be placed as 
the centre piece of the whole Exhibition, 
drawing its crowds as no problem 
picture has ever rivalled ? That is the 
site of the scale model of Sir Edwin 
Lutyens’s Metropolitan Cathedral for 
Liverpool. 

There are critics in plenty of this 
impressive exhibit (upon its mpressive- 
ness there can surely be no difference 
of opinion}. And among most who are 
content to enjoy whatever the eye can 
delight in, it is set down as fine art and 
fine architecture. There is little if any- 
thing about it that has not been delibe- 
rately contrived to contribute to its 
aesthetic scheme, and much that is 
criticised is so dealt with from a lack of 
understanding on the part of the critics. 

The little windows and classic features 
contrast size and expanse of wall; the 


detached towers over the _ transepts, 
bigger in themselves than most church 
towers, contribute an almost infinite 
vastness of scale to the great dome, and 
give full measure for the dips in the sky- 
line which they create. The very quality 
of mixed and exotic styles which confuse 
the systematic analyst, gives just the 
catholic flavour which the fluent designer 
would aim to give. However ingenuous 
such a confession may be in this age of 
** wisecracks,’’ we must confess to being 
enthusiasts for this, the “‘ piece de resist- 
ance.”’ Such quality has never been sur- 
passed by an Academician. 

To this generous gesture to architecture, 
however inevitable it may have been, we 
have also to note at least one other little 
attention, which seems to indicate that 
Cinderella’s slipper is about to be fitted. 
There does appear at last to have been 
some attempt to group the exhibits in 
harmony with their respective neigh- 
bours. There are inevitably some 
strange bed-fellows, but broadly speaking 
we do find a corner almost entirely given 
up to ecclesiastical work, without the 
interruption of a single cinema, and 
various other little groups of kindred 
spirit. It is good to feel that hanging has 
been more than a jigsaw dictated by the 
frame makers. It is almost ungracious to 
return such favours with a reiteration of 
our old complaint that our little gallery 
cannot afford the wall space to show 
nearly 10 per cent. stained glass and 
mural painting subjects, until all other 
architectural merit has been satisfied. 

But for the drama of its priority in the 
building, Liverpool Cathedral would 
share precedence with London University 
—a temple of the soul, and one of the 
intellect, and each with something vital to 
contribute to the other. As it is, the less 
pretentious rendering of the University 
denies it much of its due measure of public 
interest. Since we saw the model illustra- 
tions of this modern building, much 
appears to have happened. Unusual 
qualities of treatment and proportion 
have given place to more familiar terms, 
and the facade which once inclined to be 
impertinent to its vis-a-vis, is now 
studiously respectful. Whether it has

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lost any fire in the process we are not so 
sure ; though it does seem that the great 
tower has suffered some confusion and 
conflict of scale. We cannot help feeling 
that even yet, this great conception will 
develop to a greater maturity of form 
before it becomes committed to fact. It 
is too big a thing to come right in a 
twinkling. 

Apart from these two works, and 
one or two others of less importance, the 
architectural room shows rather more 
than its usual measure of mediocrity. 
There is a general, even level of correcti- 
tude, among which one or two out- 
rageous things would come almost as a 
relief. Some of the exhibits seem so 
ordinary as to be out of the element of 
genius which should surely dominate such 
an exhibition as this. And genius can 
shine through much simpler things than 
cathedrals and universities. No. 1338, 
the Ministry of Labour Building and 
Aston Cross Telephone Exchange, Bir- 
mingham, seems to fall under such a 
category, though it owes perhaps as 
much to the able draughtsmanship of Mr. 
Terry Pledge as to its capable designer, 
Mr. Peter K. Hanton, of the Office of 
Works. In No. 1340, Mr. Walcot, in his 
best form, assists Mr. Michael Rosenauer 
to express himself in some impressive 
architectural form—‘‘ Troy Court,” 
Kensington High-street. The genius of 
Mr. Oliver Hill in his own particular bent 
is well illustrated in No. 1363, ‘“‘ Craig- 
muir,” Kilmacolm, N.B.: a charming 
little domestic study in grey pantile 
roofing, jolly little dormers, and ramped 
walls, which seem to happen most 
charmingly. The drawing of this sub- 
ject, by Mr. Harvey, is very decorative, 
and he seems to have thoroughly enjoyed 
his subject. These are just one or two 
little highlights that sparkle through a 
generally drab range. They deserve 
special mention, not so much as master- 
pieces, but as above average in any year. 

For a second year we find the ecclesiasti- 
cal subject predominating, and there are 
some admirable churches shown with 
greater chance of notice now the 
cathedrals have outgrown the room. 
Domestic work shows a marked numerical 
falling off as compared with last year, 
though there are some little exhibits 
among the few which seem more suitable 
for a first-class show of young students’ 
work than for the premier exhibition of 
the year. Commercial subjects are also 
few and far between, as may be expected 
after a two-year blizzard; but the 
housing campaign has produced a healthy 
and interesting crop of blocks of flats and 
tenements, both for the working and 
black-coated classes. Of licensed pre- 
mises there are only two exhibits, which 
seem to illustrate somewhat scantily the 
activity of the trade in the most welcome 
field of rebuildings. Public buildings 
make a brave show, swelled perhaps un- 
duly by a consignment. of Office of Works 
products—good both in- quality and 
quantity. 

Dealing in further detail with the 
largest section which we have referred to 
—ecclesiastical work—Mr. Henry A. N. 
Medd exhibits an impressive rendering of 
the Church of the Redemption at New 
Delhi (No. 1453), architecturally good, 
and nicely expressed in a drawing, the 
colour work of which is rendered by Mr. 
Myerscough Walker.

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which has a sense of quiet scale. The 
drawing, by Mr. J. Le Jeune, is pleasing. 
(No. 1456.) 

An interior by Messrs, W. A. Pite, Son 
and Fairweather, Church of St. John the 
Baptist, Beckenham, Kent, is also an 
able interior of considerable merit, in 
which a restful blue treatment lends an 
atmosphere in the right note. (No. 1466.) 

In No. 1473, Sir Herbert Baker, R.A., 
is at his happiest in a model of the apse 
to Woldingham Church, which combines 
architectural form with sympathetic 
mural painting in soft tone, and stained 
glass in deep reveals. This is a most 
interesting and desirable exhibit. 

Mr. George F. Webb’s Baptist Church at 
Dudley, Worcestershire (No. 1462), is 
also good architecture, as is the Chapel at 
Somerville College, Oxford, by Messrs. 
Courtenay Theobald and Deane Skurray, a 
nice classic rendering of the ecclesiastical 
theme. (No. 1392.) The model shown 
by Messrs. Martin Travers and T. F. W. 
Grant (No. 1459) is also an interesting 
exhibit, which well illustrates a simple 
architectural form. 

No. 1463, Church of the Holy Spirit, at 
Cowley, by Mr. T. Lawrence Dale, is a 
little wild in colour and form, while No. 
1464, Church of St. Paul, Blackley, 
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Manchester, by Messrs. Isaac Taylor and 
W. C. Young, is rather a fierce red, to 
which Mr. Sherwood Edwards’s perspec- 
tive may not do full justice. 

Mr. Leech’s Church in Essex (No. 1468) 
has quality, though a batter to the upper 
part of the tower gives a queer entasis to 
the outline. 


Buckfast Abbey Church, by Mr. 
Edward J. Walters, a subject which has 
produced much newspaper comment by 
its manner of building, does not inspire 
architecturally. (No. 1457.) Better 
examples are those by Messrs. W. G. 
Newton and Partners (No. 1461), well 
drawn by Miss Marjorie Duffel, and No. 
1454, by Messrs. Milner and Craze, a very 
good brick church. None, however, 
excels the Church of St. Thomas, 
Hanwell (1451), by Mr. Edward Maufe. 


Generally speaking, this well-supported 
section of the exhibition is not rich in 
inspiration, although it is only fair to 
allow some element of anti-climax from 
the Liverpool exhibit. 


Sir John Burnet is the only Academi- 
cian who does not exhibit this year ; all 
the other members including Mr. W. 
Curtis Green and Mr. E. Guy Dawber, are 
represented by interesting works, to 
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which we propose to make fuller reference 
in a succeeding article. Sir Edwin 
Cooper shows several drawings, including 
one, which we illustrate this week, for a 
** Riverside Cold Store,” a design which 
suggests its purpose and has distinctive 
architectural character. He also shows 
a dignified interior of a shipping office in 
the City, and other characteristic works. 
Sir Reginald Blomfield exhibits his 
scheme, now only part carried out, for 
Piccadilly-cireus, as well as his design 
for the ‘‘ Headrow,” Leeds, some parts of 
which, as carried out, will be familiar 
to our readers from published illustra- 
tions. 

Of the draughtsmen, we see the same 
known and tried signatures, and some of 
the more recent additions to the 
familiars, settling down into a sound, 
modest style with which architecture 
must be rendered to show itself as 
architecture. We would specially men- 
tion Mr. J. D. M. Harvey, Mr. Terry 
Pledge, and Mr. Pilkington, who shows, 
in No. 1450 (new panelling and stalls in 
the Chapel of St. Michael and St. George, 
St. Paul’s), that he can be studiously 
faithful in draughtsmanship without 
losing his flair for colour and atmosphere.

We illustrate this week a selection of the 
principal architectural exhibits at the Royal 
Academy Exhibition, and give hereunder 
some brief descriptions. 


Liverpool Roman Catholic Cathedral. 

The outstanding exhibit at the Royal 
Academy Exhibition is the great model of the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral of Christ the King, 
Liverpool. This is to a scale of 1 in. to 4 ft., 
and is 13 ft. 6 in. high, 17 ft. long, and 11 ft. 
wide. It is made of wood (except for the 
dome, which is of copper) and is coloured to 
represent brick and granite, the materials of 
which the cathedral is to be built. The model, 
which is by Mr. John B. Thorp, is unfinished 
internally, end therefore it has not been con- 
sidered desirable to — it, as was signee 
yroposed. The plan which we reproduce 18 
Napa which Lae shown at the 1932 Ex- 
hibition. It is interesting to recall some of 
the Cathedral’s dimensions. The height to the 
top of the cross will be 510 ft., as against 
the 365 ft. of St. Paul’s. The diameter of 
the dome will be 168 ft., and the height of 
the centre arch of the west front 145 ft. The 
actual building of the cathedral, as distinct 
from work on the foundations, will begin 
during this month. The Cathedral Executive 
Committee has formally sanctioned Sir Edwin 
Lutyens’s plan to begin building operations on 
the east end of the cathedral, that is to say, 
with the Sanctuary, the Blessed Sacrament 
Chapel, and the Lady Chapel. The granite 
selected is from the Wicklow hills, and the 
bricks are to be made by a Lancashire firm 
having its plant within the archdiocese. The 
figure of Christ the King will be by Mr. 
C. S. Jagger, A.R.A., and all the other 
figures by Mr. W. C. H. King. 


Schemes for the Rebuilding of the Adelphi. 
The proposal by Mr. J. J.  Joass, 
F.R.1.B.A., for the rebuilding of the Adelphi 
provides on the lower floors for a garage 
to hold about 1,000 cars, a restaurant and 
shops on the ground floor, and about 400 
to 500 flats on the upper floors, with a cer- 
tain amount of accommodation reserved for 
offices. The elevation was designed hefore 
the passage of the enabling Bill, and shows 
a building about 150 ft. in height. The 
height now authorised is about 100 ft., which 
has now entailed a somewhat different 
treatment in plan and elevation, but it is 
thought that the zoning effect here adopted 
would have been particularly applicable to 
a site such as the Adelphi. It is proposed 
to construct the building in Portland stone 
or hard tapestry bricks of a warm colour. 
The scheme by Messrs. Arthur J. Davis, 
A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., and Robert Lowry, 
F.R.L.B.A., is designed to form a group of 
three with the Savov Hotel and ‘‘ Shell-Mex ” 
house. The upper floors would contain small 
flats, each sitting-room having a bay window, 
and the lower floors would be offices, 
restaurant, etc. The frontage line is the same 
as that of ‘‘ Shell-Mex ’’ House. The building 
would be steel framed, with Portland stone. 


Church in Lea Bridge-road, Leyton. 

Multi-colour Sussex stock brick is the main 
material of this church, with the window 
frames in pre-cast stone. The roofing is 
copper, with the cupola of wood covered with 
copper. The interior is a simple plaster 
building, entirely free of detail, and will 
depend on the furnishing for its ornament. 
The roof is of wood throughout. The work 
is heing done by direct labour. 

Messrs. Martin Travers and T. F. W. 
Grant, F.R.I.B.A., are the architects. 


The Jockey Club, Newmarket. 

The old Subscription Rooms of the Jockey 
Club, Newmarket, were built about 1770, and 
it is believed that Holland was the architect. 
The Rooms were refronted with stucco in 
1842 at the order of Admiral Rous. The Vic- 
torian front was falling to pieces, so the 
Jockey Club commissioned the rebuilding of 
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the front part and the preservation of the 
old part. The architects, Messrs. Richardson 
and Gill, FF.R.I.B.A., have removed the 
stucco face, thrown out a bow-fronted wing 
on either side, and restored the old arcade 
and cobbled yard between the wings. The 
yard was originally cobbled with stones from 
Yarmouth beach, and the architects have 
recobbled it with stones from Brighton beach. 
The main courtyard at the side has been 
opened up, a new main entrance formed, and 
a new administrative office block added. The 
alterations have been carried out to conform 
with the late eighteenth-century character of 
the original building. The sculpture is by 
Mr. P. G. Bentham, A.R.B.S. Messrs. Dove 
Bros. were the general contractors. 


Ampleforth College, Yorkshire: Two New 
Schoolhouses. 

The most economical way of housing school- 
boys where the school is organised on the 
“‘ house ’’ system seems to be to group two 
houses together, so that the cooking and ad- 
ministrative quarters serve two houses. This 
arrangement has been followed in the case of 
the pair of schoolhouses in the drawing shown 
by Sir Giles Scott in this year’s Royal 
Academy. Full advantage has been taken of 
the steeply sloping site, and there has, been 
a minimum of excavation. The houses com- 
mand a magnificent view over a wide York- 
shire dale. They are some distance from the 
rest of the school buildings, so that the archi- 
tect has not been obliged to follow the Gothic 
style in which these latter are designed. 

Reinforced concrete has been used for the 
floors and window lintols; the latter have 
been made with stone aggregate and the sur- 
face chiselled, so that they are hardly dis- 
tinguishable from the general walling, which 
is of stone. The flat roofs are covered in 
asphalt, while the small portion of roof which 
can be seen is finished with stone tiles. The 
general contractors are Messrs. Benfield and 
Loxley, Ltd., of Oxford. 

Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, R.A., P.R.I.B.A., 
is the architect. 


London University. 

A problem in the design of this building 
was how to provide for a substantial ex- 
tension of each unit in an orderly manner 
without leaving a number of untidy ends, 
and it was decided to adopt the vertebrate 
type of planning. The scheme provides for 
the placing of the main group of buildings 
centrally on the site, the open spaces being 
more or less evenly distributed along the two 
main frontages to the east and west. The 
exterior of the buildings will be faced to a 
height of about 15 ft. with granite, and above 
with Portland stone. The core of the main 
structure will be of brick. There will be 
large light courts, each of which, as at pre- 
sent planned, will measure 92 ft. by 70 ft. 
Those on the west side of the central spine 
will be linked with those on the east by 
means of an open colonnade under the spine, 
thus making a series of quadrangles of about 
180 ft. by 92 ft. These quadrangles will 
be laid out as gardens with grass lawns. 

Mr. Charles Holden. F.R.J.B.A.. is the 
architect. 


London Hospital Students’ Hostel. 

This is a hostel for medical students, and is 
in Philpot-street, at the back of the London 
Hospital. The building is almost completed, 
and is to be opened by H.M. the Queen on 
July 3. It has bed-sitting room accommoda- 
tion for 52 students, with double sets for 
warden, matron and senior students. The 
dining-room, hall and common room are en 
suite, and run the whole length of the main 
front. The library is on the south, and the 
writing-room looks into the internal court. 
The tradesmen’s entrance and_ kitchen 
quarters are on the north front. 

The two side streets are not at right angles 
to the front, but this difficulty has been over- 
come by the main centre block being kept 
square, and this rises up above the general 
building line, the irregular angles being taken 
up in the side wings. There is a balcony 


over the colonnade, and the two side wings 
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are finished with roof gardens. The main 
roof contains two squash courts with a gal- 
lery between them. The walling is of a 
brown-red brick with wide joints, the 
cornices and window surrounds being of re- 
constructed storte. 

The architect is Mr. Edward Maufe, M.A., 
F.R.LB.A. 


The Bank of England. 

Rapid progress is being made with the re- 
building of the Bank of England, and the 
drawing which we illustrate shows a detail of 
one of its most interesting features, the 
Threadneedle-street entrance. Sir Herbeit 
Baker, R.A., F.R.I.B.A., and Mr. A. T. 
Scott, F.R.I.B.A., are the architects. 


New Science Building, Marlborough College. 

The site of this building is behind the 
Memorial Hall. Both for reasons of economy 
and because of the difficult nature of the 
sub-soil, the construction is entirely of re- 
inforced concrete. The building is in five 
units, separated by expansion joints. In 
order to simplify form work, the dimensions 
from column to column are kept constant, as 
far as possihle, throughout the building 

Externally, horizontal V-sectioned 3-in. 
projections are formed by means of chamfer- 
ing the edges of the shuttering boards; and 
the concrete, which is tinted to the colour 
of Clipsham stone, is treated by brushing 
down with a fibre brush after removal of 
the forms, to expose the texture of the aggre- 
gate. The internal face of the walls consists 
of pre-cast concrete slabs made of crushed 
Portland stone and yellow stock bricks, 1 in. 
thick, which, in addition to forming a smootl: 
but porous finish, were used also as shutter- 
ing. 

The windows are of steel, 
aluminium sprayed with green. Partitions 
are of white sand-lime bricks. The lantern, 
which forms the outlet for all the ventilation 
and fume cupboard ducts, is of wood sprayed 
with green over aluminium, and has a copper 
roof with a gilt finial. The main roofs are 
all flat, and covered with asphalt on top 
of 2 in. of ‘‘ Thatchboard’’ laid on and 
wired to the concrete construction. 

The plan form arises out of an endeavour 
to provide eight laboratories with three 
window walls each, with the least possible 
waste in the way of passages, and, at the 
same time, to produce externally a form which 
would not be awkward in relation to the 
curved back of the Memorial Hall and the 
canted line of the old laboratories adjoin- 
ing. ‘

YORK AND EAST YORKSHIRE 
ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 
Annual Meeting. 

In the report of the council, presented at 
the 52nd annual meeting of the York and 
East Yorkshire Architectural Society, at the 
Royal Station Hotel, York, the membership 
was stated to have increased during the year 
to 144. This consists of 12 honorary mem- 
bers, 63 Fellows, 48 Associates and 21 
students, 

The prize for the best set of measured 
drawings had been awarded to Mr. J. S. 
Rank, of Hull, a student of the Hull Col- 
lege of Arts and Crafts. Mr. N. Lister, of 
Hull, had been awarded a prize for a design 
of a branch bank, and Mr. Kenneth Ward's 
prize had been awarded to Mr. K. Hart, of 
Bridlington, a student of the Hull College of 
Arts and Crafts. 

Several York members of the Society acted 
on the Advisory Panel to assist the York 
Corporation in the exercise of their powers 
under the Town Planning Act for the con- 
trol of elevations in certain areas of the city 
and surrounding districts, 

The year’s work had produced excellent 
results and the Streets and Buildings Com- 
mittee of the York Corporation had shown 
their appreciation of the advice of the Panel 
by acting on its recommendations in almost 
every case. 

The council had again given their support 
to the Registration Act and nearly all the 
members who were eligible were now regis- 
tered. 

The report of the treasurer showed a 
balance to the credit of the general fund of 
£196 12s. 8d., and to the credit of the local 
unemployment fund of £78 7s. 

After the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, Mr. F, J. Horth (Hull) was 
elected president for the ensuing year, and 
Messrs. H. Andrew (Hull), C. W. C. Need- 
ham (York), and C. Leckenby (York) were 
elected vice-presidents. Mr. R. Jackson 
was reappointed hon. secretary and Mr. E.

EDINBURGH ARCHITECTURAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. James A. Arnott, F.R.I.B.A., as the 
retiring president of the Edinburgh Archi- 
tectural Association, in an address at a 
council meeting of the Association, made a 
plea for a higher standard of architecture. 
The work of the architectural profession, he 
said, did not appear to make the same 
popular appeal as the work of the painter 
and the sculptor—at least in this country. 
Could there not be some closer association 
with the sister arts, painting and sculpture? 
Was there anything retarding that closer 
association, and a much greater popular ap- 
peal? Were architects’ efforts, for a large 
part at least, unworthy? He feared that 
the affirmative must be the reply to the latter 
question in a great many cases. Much of 
what was named, or misnamed, architecture 
had never been carried out by properly 
trained architects, and in some cases not 


even by those laying the slightest claim to 


be so, and, unfortunately, a large section of 
the general public, for the most part, did 
not seem to be able to discriminate, or, what 
was worse, to care. If they called upon the 
general public to display more interest in 
their work, they themselves had responsibili- 
ties; they must see that the entrants into 
their profession were better equipped. 


The council decided to give a donation of 
£50 to the new building fund of the R.I.B.A. 
and a reception to the Franco-British Union 
of Architects, who are holding their annual

“ACTUAL POSSESSION’? UNDER 
THE RENT ACT 


AN interesting point appears to have been 
decided in the case of Kearns v. Bedford 
(The Times, April 19) under the Rent Act, 
1923. The plaintiff was the landlord of a 
house in St. Albans, and on February 16 the 
tenant had given up possession and deposited 
the key of the house with the plaintiff’s 
agent. On February 18, two days later, the 
agent had let the house to the defendant as a 
weekly tenant at a weekly rent of 18s., on 
the terms, however, that the rent should be 
payable from February 16, and the defendant 
had, in fact, paid a full week’s rent on 
February 23. The plaintiff was claiming 
possession, and the point raised was whether 
the landlord, under Section 2, Sub-sections 
(2) and (3) of the Rent Act, 1923, had been 
in ‘‘ actual possession’ of the house so as 
to render it uncontrolled. 

The County Court Judge had held that the 
payment of the full week’s rent had the 
effect of making the defendant’s tenancy 
relate back to February 16, and thus that the 
plaintiff had never been in actual possession 
of the house. The Divisional Court reversed 
this judgment, apparently on the ground that 
unless the plaintiff was in possession on 
February 16, she would be on that date a 


trespasser, and that was clearly inconsistent. 


with the facts of the case. 

From the weekly rent given it appears that 
the house in question would now be in what 
is known as Class A under the Act of 1933, 
and, as from September 29, 1933, would 
become decontrolled if either the recoverable 
rent or the rateable value exceeded £35 on 
April 1, 1931, outside the Metropolitan Police 
District.

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NATURAL RIGHTS IN 
WATER 


By: W. T. CRESWELL, K.C. 


Ar the present time, because of the recent 
prolonged drought, Parliament is considering, 
or has considered, various Bills for enabling 
statutory water undertakings ‘‘ to give and 


to take supplies of water in bulk” and to . 


enable the Minister oi Health to give ‘‘ excep- 
tional shortage orders’ in respect to water 
supplies. The Royal Assent has been given 
already to the Rural Water Supplies Bill. 
So it is useful to inquire into the natural 
rights which owners of land have in water 
passing through, or resting in, their property 
as apart from their rights obtained by statute 
or by way of easements. 


Every owner of land is entitled to collect 
for his own use the suriace water which 
flows over his land in no definite channel, or 
which percolates through his land in an 
indefinite channel; even though, in doing so, 
he may intercept water from eventually 
reaching a defined natural channel which it 
would reach if allowed. This holds good 
even if some other person is entitled to the 
flow of water in that defined channel. Con- 
sequently, where an owner of land does any 
act on his own land, such as sinking a well, 
the resuit of which is to prevent water flow- 
ing onward to his neighbour’s land or well 
as it did formerly, either through an unascer- 
tained channel or by percolation, no wrong 
has been committed by him for which he 
can be held liable. But the case becomes 
altogether a different one if the water is 
running in a defined channel; for then every 
owner of land through which this water 
channel passes has a right to its water «x jure 
nature as an incident of his property. He 
is entitled to a continuance of its accustomed 
flow of water as regards both its quantity 
and its quality; and an action lies for any 
infringement of this right. That is to say, 
any one owner cannot appropriate in its 
passage through kis property the whole of 
the water in such a defined channel; for the 
rights of all owners of land washed by the 
water in the defined channel must ke con- 
sidered; in other words, the natural rights 
which each riparian owner has in the water 
is subject to the similar rights which other 
riparian owners have equally to the reason- 
able use of the water in the channel. 

The rights of riparian owners are similar 
with regard to the reasonable use and flow 
of water in a subterranean channel, the course 
of which is well known. So, when one 
riparian owner digs a well which draws off 
water which has formed part of the stream 
running through his land, an action against 
him at common law by another riparian 
owner will lie for injury to the rights of the 
aggrieved. 

In some circumstances an action may lie 
also for the abstraction of water which did 
not actually form part of the river, but has 
been obviously prevented by the digging of 
a well from reaching the river, as it would 
have done normally; and this holds when 
the water percolates through one or more 
strata in its defined course. It must also be 


borne in mind that where any excavation. 


discloses the existence of a defined channel, 
hitherto unsuspected, that channel then be- 
comes a known channel, at least, so far as 
the excavation has revealed it, and any sub- 
sequent act of interference with its flow as 
revealed, which interference inflicts an injury 
on a lower riparian owner, may be prevented 
by appropriate action at law. 

The question naturally emerges as to what 
is ‘‘ reasonable user’ of water in a defined 
channel by any riparian owner? The answer 
is one of degree, and depends largely on the 
volume of the water abstracted compared 
with that of the whole stream.. A riparian 
owner may take water for his domestic wants 
and for the requirements of his tenement, 
even if in doing so he temporarily exhausts 
the water in the channel, to the inconvenience 
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of lower owners. If he uses. the water for 
extraordinary (or what are sometimes called 
secondary) purposes—for instance, for pass- 
ing over a water-wheel in a race in order to 
generate electricity for his tenement—such 
use of it must be reasonable; and, in general, 
ke is bound to restore the water which. he 
uses for such a purpose to the channel, sub- 
stantially undiminished in quantity and 
unaltered in quality.

THE LAND DRAINAGE ACT, 1930. 

Mr. F. M. Farmer, M.B.E., LL.B., Clerk to 
the River Ouse (Yorks) Catchment Board, read 
a paper on this subject at a meeting of the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution on Monday 
last. He said that the Land Drainage Act, 
1930, was the outcome of a series of recom- 
mendations of a Royal Commission appointed 
in 1927, whose terms of reference were “ to 
inquire into the present law relating to land 
drainage in England and Wales, and_ its 
administration throughout the country, to 
consider and report whether any amendment 
of the law is needed to secure an efficient 
system of arterial drainage without any undue 
burdens being placed on any particular sec- 
tion of the community, and to make recom- 
mendations having regard to all the interests 
concerned.’” The Act was drawn on broad 
lines and applied to England and Wales only, 
except such part of the administrative County 
of London as was not for the time being 
within the Lea Catchment area. Nothing in 
the Act was to affect the rights and properties 
of the London County Council. It was a con- 
solidating Act, and repealed Lcaetenga the 
whole of the public general legislation relating 
to land drainage from the Statute of Sewers 
of 1531 down to the Land Drainage Act, 1929, 
both inclusive. It dealt with and provided 
for— 


(a) Two kinds of drainage districts: (i.) 
catchment areas; (ii.) internal drainage dis- 
tricts. 

(2) Two kinds of drainage authorities : (i.) 
catchment boards; (ii.) internal drainage 
boards. 


(c) Two kinds of watercourses: (i.) main 
rivers; (ii.) every other kind of passage 
(natural or artificial) through which water 
flows. 

(d) Two kinds of contributions from local 
rating sources : (i.) precepts based on rateable 
values; (ii.) rates based on annual values. 

(e) Two kinds of property for rating pur- 
poses : (i.) agricultural land; (ii.) other lands 
and hereditaments. 


In exercising their functions drainage 
authorities must have regard to the interests of 
various public undertakings such as those 
carried on by local, navigation, harbour, con- 
servancy, water and electricity authorities and 
to certain railway works; and might do 
nothing which would injuriously affect such 
interests without the consent of the under- 
takers. Moreover, in the exercise of the 
powers conferred by the Drainage Act, due 
regard was to be had to fishery interests. 

The first thing the Act did was to provide 
for the creation of drainage districts and 
authorities by dealing with the watersheds 
of the rivers of the country and making thesa 
into drainage districts known as catchment 
areas and providing for each of such areas 
an authority known as the catchment board. 
In addition, provision was made for there to 
be other drainage districts, namely, such 
areas as would derive benefit or avoid danger 
as a result of drainage operations. These 


‘were known as internal drainage districts, 


and in charge of each was an internal drainage 
board. 

The Act had now been in operation long 
enough for an opinion to be formed as to 
whether it might be regarded as a success or 
not. In the writer’s opinion it might be said 
to be a success in that it had accomplished the 
main purpose it set out to achieve, namely, to 
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put the land drainage of the country on a 
satisfactory basis. 


THE LONDON TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 


Tue 47th annual general meeting of the 
Roads Improvement Association was held at 
the R.A.C. last week. The chairman (Mr. Rees 
Jeffreys), in moving the adoption of the re- 
port, said the matter of giving the country 
new roads, the new bridges and the new foot- 
paths it required must be dealt with as a 
national effort. The R.I.A. had put up a 
Memorandum to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, asking that a loan of £50 millions 
should be raised en the security of the Road 
Fund, to be administered by Special Com- 
missioners, to finance a ten-year programme 
of new bridges and arterial roads and foot- 
paths. 


Turning to the London problem, the speaker 
said he had been asked to define the attitude 
of the Association to the problem of cross- 
river communication, with special reference 
to Waterloo and Charing Cross bridges. 
Whether Waterloo Bridge should be rebuilt 
o: reconstructed was a matter of small im- 
portance to the Association compared with 
the larger issue of whether it should be re- 
constructed or rebuilt mainly at the cost of 
the Road Fund. The Association was more 
interested than any other organisation in th2 
sound administration of that fund. He 
appealed:to the London County Council not 
to get into conflict with Parliament over the 
question of Waterloo Bridge. Let them do 
what they thought fit at the expense of the 
ratepayers of London and then go to the Road 
Fund for grants towards new river communi- 
cations which London so urgently needed. He 
would remind the L.C.C. that from the 
Temple to Hammersmith they had not given 
London a single new bridge during the 40 
years of their existence. It was time they 
did so.. They had rebuilt a number mainly 
to satisfy their tramway requirements. 


He suggested London wanted two new up- 
river bridges in the County Council area, 
namely, one at Wandsworth near Hurlingham, 
and one between Putney and Hammersmith. 
In the lower river London wanted a new 
tunnel at Blackwall and a new ferry to relieve 
the Greenwich Ferry. Outside the County of 
London a new bridge was wanted for London 
traffic near Staines, and the new tunnel 
between Dartford and Purfleet. Here were 
five new works, to say nothing of the de- 
batable Charing Cross proposals — which 
needed to be financed. These new works were 
the schemes which had first call upon the 
Road Fund. 


He had been re-reading the evidence and 
the proposals which that Association ten- 
dered to the Royal Commission on London 
Traffic in 1903. We could see now in the 
light of experience that if those recommenda- 
tions had been adopted the London traffic 
problem would never have reached its present 
proportions. More than £100 millions would 
have been saved to the ratepayers and road 
users of London. As it was, the bad condi- 
tions in Central London were being per- 
petuated. Still worse, they were being per- 
mitted to grow up in the outside areas that 
were being developed. As long as bureau- 
cracy, acting through literally hundreds of 
authorities in Greater London, was allowed to 
varry on as it was at present, London’s prob- 
lems would grow worse and worse. When 
would Parliament, learning from the ex- 
perience of the past, set up a Development 
and Improvement Commission for Greater 
London, with power to plan for development 
and traffic in advance? To that plan the 
multitude of conflicting authorities exercising 
jurisdiction in Greater London should be re- 
quired to conform. Such a Commission would 
be a precedent which could be followed for 
the industrial areas. 

Mr. John C. Mitchell, J.P., F.C.1.S., moved 
the resolution for the re-election of the 
officers, which was passed unanimously. 
H.R.H. Prince Arthur of Connaught, K.G., 
G.C.V.O., remains as President, and Mr. W. 
Rees Jeffreys as vice-chairman, 
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HOUSING 


SPEAKING at the opening, last week, of the 
new premises of the Halifax Building Society 
in the Strand, Sir E. Hilton Young, Minister 
of Health, gave the most recent figures as to 
the housing situation. He said that the 
astonishing flood-tide of house building con- 
tinued to flow faster and faster. He had 
just received the total figures for the past 
six months up to the end of March. ey 
showed that the boom was still increasing. 
The total number of houses built in the six 
months was about 140,000. This number was 
27,000 in excess of the number built in the 
previous six months. The output during the 
year ended March, 1934, was more than 
244,000, a figure not exceeded during any year 
ended March since the War. Of the total of 
140,000 houses, about 110,000 had been built 
by private enterprise without subsidy. In 
the course of the last two years, private 
enterprise had increased its output by between 
30 and 4M ner cent 


Working-Class Houses. 

The great majority of the total of houses 
were houses for the wage-earners, about of 
the type that used to be built with the aid of 
subsidy. Later he would be able to give 
some particulars as to the number let and sold 
respectively. But it could be said that all 
but a very few of these houses either directly 
accommodated working-class families or set a 
train of removals going that in the end re- 
leased accommodation for such families. 

We were now getting unsubsidised houses 
at the rate of over 200,000 a year. It was 
interesting to remember that some of his pre- 
decessors at the Ministry of Health who paid 
most attention to stimulatimg house Dulding 
had spoken of 200,000 houses a veur as the 
goal of their ambitions for the rate of build- 
ing to be obtained with the artificial aid of 
subsidy. : 

The causes of the speeding up of house 
building were, no doubt, the low cost of build- 
ing and of money, increasing confidence and 
the increasing stability of our economic con- 
ditions, and cessation of competition from 
general subsidised building. e thought it 
would be clear to the candid observer that. in 
confining subsidy to the purposes which could 
not be achieved by unaided private enterprise 
—clearing the slums and reducing overcrowd- 
ing—they had cast down a barrier and had 
let loose a flood of house production. The 
boom had its good effect on employment. ‘the 
number of registered unemployed in the build- 
ing trade in England and Wales last March 
was 147,646, and compared favourably with 
the number of 194,377 in December, and 
204,585 in March, 1933. 


Cost of Building. 

Whilst the number of houses built was 
rising, their cost was falling. The houses for 
which he had the best statistics were the 
ordinary non-parlour houses built by a local 
authority; the average cost of those for the 
building only for the last March quarter was 
£286, in comparison with £297 for the pre- 
ceding quarter, and £295 for the similar 
quarter 1933. These costs required constant 
vigilance, because upon low costs depended 
those low rents which were essential for the 
housing of the lower-paid wage-earners. There 
were local exceptions, and the cost of certain 
material needed attention from time to time, 
but it would be agreed that the general down- 
ward tendency was satisfactory. : 

There was criticism from time to time of 
the standard of the houses that were being 
built, and it was useful that it should be so. 
Criticism hel to improve standards, and 
continuous improvement must be_ their 
object. In external design, and particularly 
in planning and lay-out, there was often need 
for improvement. It was not the fact that 
anything that was being built now was iv 
the least like the slums that were now being 
swept away, or could ever become like them 
Our present worst was better than their 
best, when typical slums were built. We 
should never be content without improving 
on our best and bringing our less good up te 
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PROGRESS 


our better. But building laws and by-laws 
did now secure that every new house should 
provide a sound and sanitary home with the 
reasonable minimum standard of comfort and 
amenity. 


Building Societies’ Activities. 

Turning to the building society movement, 
the Minister congratulated the Halifax Society 
on its spacious new premises, which were an 
evidence of the expansion of building societ 
business which had taken place with muc 
benefit to the cause of the housing of the 
people. In the past year building societies 
as a whole advanced at least £82,000,000 on 
mortgage, which represented assistance in 
respect of over 160,000 houses. The good 
work done by building societies had two 
aspects : it encouraged thrift on the one hand 
by collecting savings, and on the other it put 
those savings at the disposal of the com- 
munity for housing. The societies had played 
a large part in enabling the production of 
houses by private enterprise to reach the 
record figures which he had already quoted. 

On the basis of a public-spirited offer of the 


THE LAW RELATING 


THERE have been a good many cases of 
recent years relating to the law governing 
the relationship of estate and house agents 
and their clients. A case of some importance 
is Martin v. E. W. Perry and Daw. This 
action took the form of a claim for the return 
of a deposit paid to the defendants as the 
plaintiff's agents by the proposed purchaser 
of the plaintiff’s business and goodwill of a 
tobacconist. 

The agreement between the plaintiff and 
the defendants was contained in the follow- 
ing letter, dated February 18, 1929: ‘‘ Re- 
ferring to our interview to-day, we write 
to confirm that you are prepared to accept 
for the lease, goodwill, fixtures and fittings 
of these businesses... the sum of £2,400, 
and that on a sale being effected you are 
prepared to allow us a commission of 5 per 
cent. on the first £1,000 and 24 per cent. 
on the balance of the total purchase rrice, 
we to take stock on your behalf for a 
fea of 5 per cent. on the amount declared. 
...’ The defendants had introduced a pur- 
chaser who had entered into a contract to 
purchase, and there was further a term 
in the contract to the effect that the pur- 
chaser should be at liberty to assign the 
contract to a company, and then should be 
released from further liability. The pur- 
chaser had failed to complete, but there 
was no evidence that such an assignment 
had been made, neither had the defendants 
given any evidence as to the purchaser’s 
financial stability or as to hia ability to 
complete the contract. 

The Court, in giving judgment, is re- 
ported as having said that there was no 
evidence of any verbal agreement between 
the parties that the plaintiff would pay 
commission on the defendants “‘finding a 
purchaser,” and therefore the question 
turned upon the words in the above letter 
“on a sale being effected,” and the Court 
referred to a case, James v. Hill, decided in 
the Court of Appeal on June 7, 1921, but 
not reported in any official report, in which 
the words to be construed were “if the 
business is sold at this figure,’’ and quoted 
the following passage from the judgment of 
Lord Justice Bankes: “ The question for 
decision is: what is meant by the words 
‘and to pay a commission of £1,000 if the 
business is sold at this figure’? As I 
understand the contention for the appell- 
ants, they put their argument in this two- 
fold way; they say those words either mean 
if the sale is completed and the purchase 
money paid that is what is meant by 
‘sold’; or if the business is sold, mean- 
ing a contract of purchase is signed but 
by a person able and willing to complete. 
They say that one or other must be the 
construction to be put upon the words 
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building societies, a guarantee scheme had 
been incorporated in the Act of 1933 for the 
purpose of facilitating the use of building 
society funds for the provision of small houses 
to let. It was encouraging to observe that 
the Halifax Society had set.aside £10,000,000 
for the purposes of the Act—a very whole- 
hearted manner of promoting its successful 
operation. The start that had been made in 
utilising the guarantee scheme had been 
slow, partly, no doubt, owing to its 
unfamiliarity, and partly owing to the fact 
that it took time to‘bring together the three 
parties that must participate—the local 
authorities, the building societies, and the 
builders. But as time went on the use made 
of it was increasing, and it promised to be 
the useful. auxiliary for which it was in- 
tended. Progress returns from local authori- 
ties up to the end of March were not yet 
quite complete, but the position as shown 
by the figures now available was that the 
maximum number of houses for which local 
authorities had up to the present intimated 
their readiness to give guarantees was over 
19,000, and of these some 11,000 were in- 
cluded in specific schemes at various stages of 
advancement. 


TO HOUSE AGENTS 


‘business is sold.’ On the other hand, I 
understand the contention for the re- 
spondents to be that ‘ if the business is 
sold’ means if a contract to purchase is 
in fact signed by someone whom you are 
willing to make a contract with, regardless of 
whether the person can or cannot complete 
the purchase. It is between these three 
suggestions that the Court has to elect, 
and, in my opinion, the one I mentioned 
second is the true interpretation of this 
document.’’ In the case under considera- 
tion, the Court held that the above de- 
cision covered this case, and it must be 
shown that a contract of purchase was 
signed by a person able and willing to 
complete; that the burden of showing this 
lay on the defendants, and on that issue no 
evidence had been given. 


It was contended on the part of the ce- 
fendants that the clause which enabled the 
vendor to assign the contract to a company 
and then released him from further lia- 
bility displaced the requirement that the 
purchaser should be a person able and 
willing to complete, but the Court did not 
assent to that contention, and judgment was 
entered for the plaintiff. 


This question has been raised before in 
cases noticed in our columns, as, for in- 
stance, Goodman v. Way and Waller (The 
Builder, May 27, 1921), and notably in 
Knight, Frank and Rutley v. Gordon (The 
Builder, May 4, 1923) in which James v. 
Hill appears to have been cited, but never 
definitely decided. Thus the above extract 
from the appeal to the Court of Appeal 
is very important, and the Court stated that 
though that case was unreported in official 
law reports, it had constantly been referred 
to in text-books. 

It must, however, be noted that in the 
case under consideration there was no evi- 
dence that the purchaser introduced was 
able and willing to complete the purchase, 
and that the onus of proving this was said 
to lie upon the agents; but we imagine that 
all the agents would have to prove was 
that they had taken reasonable steps to 
ascertain whether the purchaser was a per- 
son able and willing to complete, as there 
can hardly be-an absolute warranty of the 
purchaser’s solvency. Here there was no 
evidence why the purchase had not been 
completed.

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MOVING FORMS 


THE BUILDER 


FOR CONCRETE 


CONSTRUCTION 


An address which was delivered to the 
Reinforced Concrete Association during the 
winter by Mr. H. H. Broughton, on 
‘Moving Forms for Concrete Construction,” 
has been published by the Association as its 
first Technical Paper. In it the author 
describes fully the principles of the method, 
which has hitherto been used mainly for the 
construction of grain silos and similar build- 
ings. With the aid of numerous illustrations 
and diagrams, the author deals in detail with 
the operations in building some typical struc- 
tures, and he quotes actual construction costs 
which demonstrate clearly the marked 
economy which the method affords. He 
describes what is perhaps one of the most 
complicated structures which has yet been 
built by means of moving forms—a grain 
storage building, of which the plan is 
changed three times at different floor levels. 
This building reached a height of 187 ft. in 
295 days, during which time 7,740 cu. yd. 
of concrete and 1,009 tons of reinforcing steel 
were placed. 

The author states that the substitution of 
“moving ”’ for ‘‘ fixed’’ shuttering becomes 
economical when the building is to be more 
than 30 ft. high, and each extra foot of 
height shows an increased economy. In his 
concluding paragraph he suggests that this 
method of construction lends itself to build- 
ings of many kinds, such as offices and blocks 
of flats. It is certainly worthy of investiga- 
tion by architects responsible for planning 
such buildings. Copies of the paper may be 
obtained from the Reinforced Concrete Asso- 
ciation, 20, Dartmouth-street, S.W.1 (price 
2s.

By the courtesy of the Editor of ‘‘ Concrete 
and Constructional Engineering,’’ we are able 
to give the following details of moving-form 
construction from a paper read by Mr. 
Broughton before the Institution of Mechani- 
cal Engineers, together with the accompany- 
ing. illustrations :— 

he distinguishing feature of moving-form 
construction is that the concrete is poured 
continuously into a shallow mould of the 
shape of the building it is desired to con- 
struct, the mould being slowly and continu- 
ously moved upwards till the required 
height is reached. Buildings covering an acre 
or more of ground, and 100 to 200 ft. in 
height, are constructed in this manner with- 
out scaffolding of any kind, and the walls, 


columns, and floor beams form what is 
virtually a monolithic structure. 

Taking the case of a high rectangular 
building to be constructed of reinforced 
concrete on foundations assumed to be 
in position, this would have _ outer 
and inner rectangular boxes 4 ft. deep 
and of such dimensions that the space 
between them corresponds to the plan of 
the building to be constructed. The two 
boxes, securely fastened together by a number 
of inverted and braced U-shaped yokes, fori 
a mould into which, when the reinforcement 
has been placed, concrete can be poured 
to a depth equal to that of the mould; if 
means are provided for slowly lifting the 
mould vertically as the concrete already 
poured takes its initial set, a ‘‘ casting ”’ 
having a depth much greater than that of 
the mould can be poured. Screwjacks pro- 
vide a convenient and practical method of 
lifting. Before pouring is commenced, hard- 
steel jack rods are placed vertically in the 
mould and, as each jack rod passes through 
the centre and is attached to a screwjack 
secured to a yoke uniting the inner and outer 
portions of the mould, it will be seen that 
when the mould: is just clear of the founda- 
tions the entire weight of the mould is carried 
by these rods. For convenience in pouring 
the inner portion is floored over, and guard 
rails are provided around the outer portion 
for the safety of the men engaged on the 
building. Just as easily as cores are in- 
serted in a mould intended for the making of 
metal castings, so are barriers introduced in 
the spaces between the moving forms at the 
places and levels where window, door, or 
other openings are required, and where it is 
necessary to reduce the size of the support- 
ing columns. 

Slow vertical movement of the forms while 
the concrete is setting is found not to de- 
crease the strength of the concrete. The 
speed of pouring is governed by climatic 
conditions, and is limited by the time taken 
by the concrete in setting around the jack 
rods so that the latter may act as short 
columns in supporting the moving forms. 
When the jack rods pass through deep open- 
ings formed in the concrete wall, buckling 
is prevented by securing the rods by hook 
bolts to stout timbers set vertically in the 
spaces between the forms. Under ordinary 
working conditions a maintained average 
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pouring of 6 to 8 ft. vertically per day 
is to be expected, and is often exceeded. 
The best speed attained on works carried out 
under the author’s supervision was 9 ft. 7 in. 
a day on straight pouring, and the time 
spent in pouring from foundation level to 
115 ft. was fifteen days. If progress is at 
the rate of 6 ft. per day and the depth 
of the forms is 4 ft.. it will be seen that 
the concrete is exposed below the form six- 
teen hours after pouring. As soon as the 
green concrete is exposed it is rubbed smooth 
without dressing or pointing, the men en- 
gaged on the work standing on a platform 
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which hangs from and is carried up with the 
forms. 

In practice pouring is usually carried out 
in two ten-hour shifts per day, and four 
gangs per shift are employed. Carpenters 
maintain the forms and make such altera- 
tions as may be necessary from time to time; 
the steel gang places the reinforcement in 
position; the concreting men wheel the con- 
crete in carts from the hopper on the hoist 
tower to the work; and the jack men keep 
the jacks in motion, lifting the forms from 
4 in. to $ in, at a time, the work being 
carried on practically continuously and under 
close supervision, In some instances the 
jacks are power-operated from a series of 
motor-driven lineshafts. At night the forms 
are illuminated hy floodlighting. On account 
of the many jacks and yokes that are re- 
quired when the bins are small, it is neces- 
sary in some cases to provide a second un- 
obstructed floor, or pouring platform, about 
7 ft. 6 in. above the main floor of the moving 
forms. The pouring platform is used for the 
placing of concrete, while the main floor is 
used by the carpenters, steel gang, and jack 
men. Such double-floor forms are not needed 
for the construction of simple storage houses. 

The pouring of the circular bins of a 
storage house is relatively straightforward. 
Except in special cases, no alterations to 
the shape of the moving forms are needed. 
As a rule there are six or eight yokes and 
jacks per bin. One of these yokes attached 
to the moving forms is illustrated in 
Figs. 1 and 2. In the storage house for 
which these forms were used there are 38 
tanks, each 26 ft. diameter and 90 ft. deep, 
with ‘7-in. walls. Pouring was completed to 
the cupola roof—a height of 115 ft.—in 15 
days. Part of the building under construc- 
tion is shown in Fig. 3. It is of interest 
to note that ‘‘ boxed” metal casements for 
the windows were inserted in the forms at 
the correct elevations in the basement and 
cupola and concrete was poured round them.

ALLEGED NUISANCE BY NOISE. 
Ryder Smith v. Blakeney Hotel, Ltd. 
This was an action brought by Mr. Ryder 

Smith, of Quay House, Blakeney, Norfolk, 
against Blakeney Hotel, Ltd., for an injunc- 
tion to restrain a nuisance by the defendant 
company, their servants or agents. The action 
came before the Court without pleadings. 

Mr. Archer, K.C., in opening the plaintiff's 
case, said that Blakeney was a charming 
village on the north-east coast of Norfolk. 
The Blakeney Hotel was for nine years 
managed by a Captain Barker, with the 
approval of everybody, until September, 1932. 
Mr. Ryder Smith and his wife that month 
bought Quay House, which at one time had 
belonged to the Hotel and which was some 
50 yards from a bathing or swimming pool 
which the defendants had begun to construct 
in June, 1933, and which was opened for use 
on July 19, 1933. It was the plaintiff's com- 
plaint that since the swimming pool had 
been constructed it had materially interfered 
with their comfort. The people who stayed 
at the hotel were good-class visitors, but 
anybody could visit the swimming or bathing 
pool on payment of one shilling, and char-a- 
bancs and cars by the dozen drove up to the 
hotel containing people who on occasions 
bathed in the pool until after midnight. The 
whole place was flood-lighted, and the noise 
made by the bathers was so great that sleep 
during that time was impossible. Motor 
engines which were kept running when the 
bathers were going away also caused annoy- 
ance. The pool was sunk in the ground, but 
the fall of the land was such that the water 
in the pool was about on the level with the 
first floor of the plaintiff’s house, and though 
there was a wall and some buildings between 
the pool and the plaintiff's house, the noise 
complained of reached it, notwithstanding 
that it was about 50 yards away. 
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Mr. Percy J. Waldram was called to give 
expert evidence on behalf of the plaintiffs as 
to tests he had made with a sound-measuring 
machine. 

His lordship said he did not think that 
evidence was material in the case before him. 

Other evidence having been given, his lord- 
ship, in giving judgment, said he would grant 
an injunction restraining the defendauts from 
permitting the pool to be used between the 
hours of 10 p.m. and 6 a.m., so as not to 
cause a nuisance by noise to the plaintiff and 
the occupiers of Quay House. On the ques- 
tion of costs, as he thought the plaintiff had 
put his case too high by alleging the nuisance 
by day, an allegation for which there was no 
foundation, there would be no order as to 
costs, with the resvlt that each party would 
bear their own,

ACTION AGAINST BUILDING AND 
ELECTRICAL CONTRACTORS. 


Coomer and Richman, Ltd. v. William 
Bradley, Ltd., and Others. 

This was an action brought by Messrs. 
Coomer and Richman, Ltd., chemists, of 
Argyll-street, London, W., to recover damages 
for alleged negligence against Messrs. William 
Bradley, Ltd., the occupiers of premises 
above the plaintiffs’ shop; Messrs. Rely-a- 
Bell, Ltd., electrical contractors, of Wilson- 
street, E.C.; and Messrs. H. C. Halstead and 
Co., builders, of Newington Green, Stoke 
Newington, N. 

In December last year the defendants, 
Messrs. Rely-a-Bell, Ltd., and Messrs. Hal- 
stead and Co., were carrying out certain work 
on the premises of Messrs. William Bradley, 
Ltd., and on Sunday, December 31, Mr. 
Harold Richman, of the plaintiff company, 
discovered that their shop was flooded with 
water to a depth of five inches, the water 
having come through the ceiling owing to a 
tap having been left running in a lavatory 
on the floor above the shop, which was in 
the occupation of Messrs. Bradley, Ltd. The 
plaintiffs’ case was that this was caused by 
one of the contractor's workmen having left 
the tap turned on and not seeing that the 
stop-cock was turned off. 

All the defendants denied negligence and 
liability. 

After hearing the evidence his lordship gave 
judgment in favour of the plaintiffs for £115 
damages against Messrs. Rely-a-Bell, and 
Messrs. Halstead and Co., but in favour of 
the other defendants, Messrs. William 


Bradley, Ltd., with costs. 
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KITCHEN AND SCULLERY 
PLANNING 


We are informed that an organisation 
known as ‘‘ Modern Washways’ has devoted 
two years of research to the problems involved 
in the washing question, in relation to 
domestic planning and equipment, and that 
the results of its labours are now at the dis- 
posal of architects, builders and others. In 
the first place, a study was made of the exist- 
ing equipment and fixtures, both from the 
point of view of efficiency and adaptability 
in use with other accessories. Household 
work was carried out in kitchens which were 
arranged in various ways, until equipment 
was assembled which permitted the highest 
standard of efficiency. The following are a 
few typical examples of the many important 
points which were found to be neglected. It 
was found that the type, height and size of 
the sink were each of vital importance ; some 
sinks were too shallow, others too narrow; 
taps were frequently found to be of insuffi- 
cient height to permit the draining of water 
by means of bucket; draining boards were 
inconvenient or inadequate, and so on. The 
ideal specifications were only decided after 
prolonged and careful investigation through- 
out the country, 

The illustrations given below represent 
an arrangement of equipment which is recom- 
mended by ‘‘ Modern Washways’’ as com- 
bining economy of space and economy of 
labour, whereby a wash-boiler or washing 
machine is placed under a detachable drain- 
ing-board beside the sink; in this way clothes 
can be lifted from the boiler, put through the 
wringer, which can be clamped to the edge 
of the sink, and thence into the sink for 
rinsing without any unnecessary walking and 
carrying of heavy wet clothes,

TYPICAL ARRANGEMENTS OF KITCHEN EQUIPMENT 
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THE NATIONAL 
PHYSICAL LABORATORY 


The report of this Department for the 
year 1933 has now been issued.* Following 
are sections of more particular interest to 
the building industry :— 


Heat Transmission Between Metal Pipes and 
Air Stream. 

Work has been in progress for some time 
at the Laboratory (for the Food Investiga- 
tion Board) on the problem of heat transfer 
between metal pipes and a stream of air 
passing over them, This principle is used in 
many industrial processes, and numerous in- 
vestigators have determined overall heat 
transmission coefficients for particular sizes 
of pipe and ranges of air velocity. At the 
Laboratory the problem has been restricted 
to that of the transfer at the outer surface 
of the pipe, and the results for single pipes 
have been correlated by the principle of 
similitude, When the pipes are arranged in 
batteries, the possible geometrical configura- 
tions are countless. Two of the forms of 
common use in refrigeration have been 
studied, and, besides giving data appropriate 
to the particular configuration studied, they 
have shown the great importance of eddy 
motion, both as caused by the battery itself 
and also when artificially introduced. The 
use of a frame of wooden laths to make the 
air turbulent before it impinged on the pipes 
could increase the heat transfer by nearly 
100 per cent. Similar observations on pipes 
colder than 0 deg. Cent. showed that the 
laws deduced for hot pipes would still hold, 
provided the diameter measured and the tem- 
perature taken for the outside of the pipe 
refer tothe outside of the snow or ice deposit 
which forms in such cases. 


Sound Transmission. 

The study of single, and also of double, 
air-spaced partitions intended to diminish 
sound transmission has been continued at the 
Laboratory. In this connection a warning 
as to the indiscriminate adoption of designs 
may be drawn from the statement that, par- 
ticularly at low frequencies, the sound reduc- 
tion for a double partition may be less than 
that of one of its components, unless it is 
properly designed. 


Standard Leading Screw Lathe. 

For some 29 years the Laboratory has 
possessed a standard lathe with a very 
accurate leading screw, which has since been 
used on many occasions for correcting lead 
screws required for precision lathes for in- 
dustrial use. Owing to the fact that no 
provision was made in the construction of the 
lathe for inserting change wheels, its output 


, was limited to dealing with right-hand screws 


of $-inch pitch, and the maximum length of 
screw that could be dealt with was 3 ft. at 
one setting, although it was possible to cor- 
rect up to 6 ft. of screw in two settings. 
Accuracy of pitch after correction was 
guaranteed to within 0.0003 inch on a screw 
of 3 ft. length, or 0.0005 inch on a 6 ft. 
length. In order to render the lathe more 
generally serviceable for modern require- 
ments, it is at present undergoing reconstruc- 
tion which will rendet it capable of correct- 
ing screws up to 5 ft. in one setting (or 10 ft. 
in two settings), and of any ordinary right- 
hand pitch, either English or metric. 


Lifting Gear Components. 

During the year, work in connection with 
the standardisation of lifting gear com- 
ponents has been continued. Designs have 
been prepared for complete single, double, 
«juadruple and collar slings, comprising chain, 
wide links, egg links and rings. 


Application of Electric Welding to Buildings 
and Structures.

tion of the mechanical properties of weld

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number of different electrodes. These elec- 
trode tests comprise tensile and notched bar 
impact (Izod) tests on deposited weld metal 
specimens, and tensile tests on butt and fillet 
welds. The results indicate very satisfactory 
mechanical properties in the weld metal pro- 
duced by a number of electrodes manufac- 
tured in this country. Work has also been 
continued on the behaviour of weld metal 
and welded joints (both fillet and butt 
welds) under repetition of load. In general, 
the results obtained in the repeated loading 
tests on fillet welds were low, the safe 
stresses in the tests (for 10,000,000 load 
cycles) being of the order of 7 tons per sy. 
inch. This is the mean stress calculated on 
the throat areas of the welds, and compares 
with a failing stress of 27 tons per sq. inch 
in normal static tests on similar welds. The 
results indicate that the design of welded 
joints subjected to repeated stresses requires 
careful consideration, and that static tests 
are of little value in the determination of the 
resistance of a welded joint to repeated 
loadings.

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STEEL HOUSE 
CONSTRUCTION 


A CORRESPONDENT writes as follows :— 


“It is some 15 years ago that several steel 
plate firms made a decided effort to place the 
steel house proposition on the market. One 
Glasgow firm have made over 1,000, which 
are standing to-day, and are stated to show no 
signs of deterioration, although at the time 
considerable prejudice was apparent. Efforts 
were made to erect this class of house in 
several towns, but were not altogether suc- 
cessful, one reason for this having been 
stated to be that so many different trades 
were involved in the erection. France, Ger- 
many and U.S.A. are now constructing these 
houses under different patent methods of 
fabrication. With the exception of France, 
the composite type is being adopted. From 
visual observations of the large buildings that 
are at present being constructed, steel plays 
a@ very prominent part in their construction ; 
in fact, the stone work simply fills in the 
spaces and does not actually carry the weight. 

hat being so, there is an obvious reason why 
the entire buildings may be constructed of 
steel. It is, of course, a very difficult problem 
to evolve a steel house proposition that 
will meet with ideal conception, but 
Mr. Donald Brown, M.I.Mech.E., M.I.A.E., 
proprietor of the Winlaton Sheet Metal Com- 
pany, Winlaton, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, has 
done considerable research work on the sub- 
ject, and has invented a fabrication for which 
it is claimed that the costs are approximately 
two-thirds of the orthodox brick house. This 
applies to large buildings up to three stories. 
The structure is strong, as the outside plates 
are one-eighth inch thick, and the inner plates 
one-sixteenth inch thick. Frames are entirely 
eliminated. The pressed plates are of such 
form that the outer and inner walls are inter- 
locked with the division plates, forming 
cavities 12 in. by 6 in. for the outer walls, and 
12 in. by 4 in. for partitions; these cavities 
are made airtight during assembly with the 
aid of special bitumastic solution, which is 
simply poured in hot. This seals the top and 
bottom of the cavity, which can be filled with 
any fibrous material such as sawdust, cork 
dust, peat moss; in fact any dry material can 
be used. The result is a form of fabrication 
which is claimed to retain heat in the winter 
and keep cool in the summer. It will be 
observed from the illustrations that no form of 
fastening the plates is used. It is claimed that 
a small workman’s house of three rooms, bath- 
room and scullery, can be erected in sixteen 
hours by two men, including the fixing of the 
windows and doors, which are interlocked into

the walls during assembly. The roof is flat 
and still has the cavity principles embodied, 
no cement being used, but only bitumastic 
compound laid direct on to the plates. Plas- 
tering is entirely eliminated. The surfaces of 
the plates, which are hydraulically flattened, 
are quite level and smooth. The slight radius 
of the joints is filled in with an oil cement. 
The plates can then be papered in the ordinary 
way, which also applies to the ceiling. Pro- 
vision is made on the walls and partitions 
whereby these components can be fixed with- 
out screws. The ground floors will be joists 
with tongued and grooved flooring, cut to 
lengths so that they will fit into their respec- 
tive positions. Other floors will be of steel 
pressings similar to the wall sections. The 
actual floor will be a bitumen compound. The 
doors will also be of steel. The foundations 
will be of concrete, and a special method of 
shuttering is used composed of plates and 
assembled in such a form that no bolts are 
used. This form of shuttering will be used 
when a series of houses, such as council houses, 
are to be built. It can be assembled in half 
an hour by three or four men and taken apart 
in about fifteen minutes, when it will be ready 
for the next house. A licence to manufacture 
these houses has been taken, it is stated, 
by a large shipbuilding firm in the North, 
and works and plant are being prepared.” 
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POWER-DRIVEN DERRICK CRANES. | 

A revision of the British Standard Specifi- 
cations for derrick cranes has now been com- 
leted by the issue of the British Standard 
lpcdiliestion for power-driven derrick cranes. 
The method of calculating the stresses, out- 
lined in the addendum sheet circulated in 
May of last year, has now been accepted by 
the makers and users, and it has been in- 
corporated in the present revision together 
with a number of other modifications. The 
Building (Amendment) Regulations, 1931, 
necessitate the reconditioning of cranes con- 
structed prior to October, 1931, to B.S.I. 
Standards as near as is reasonably practic- 
able. In view of the large number of old 
cranes at work, and to avoid undue hardship 
to owners of safe cranes, it was felt that 
guidance should be given in regard to the 
gearing on such cranes. It is neither prac- 
ticable, nor is it thought to be necessary, to 
alter the gearing provided it has the 
requisite factor of safety and provided that 
the wear is not excessive. Accordingly, after 
conferring with Home Office officials and with 
the National Federation of Building Trades’ 
Employers, a short paragraph covering cases 
of this kind has been embodied in the Gear- 
ing Clause 26. Copies of this revised specifi- 
cation (No. 327, Pt.

[Barium plaster is often used as a finishing 
coat for the walls of X-ray rooms in hospitals, 
etc. Its purpose is to protect those engaged 
in radiology, but, according to ‘ Specifica- 
tion,” used alone “it is not considered to 
give full protection. At the Royal In- 
firmary, Edinburgh, the walls of the X-ray 
room were first constructed of concrete slabs 
containing a proportion of barium sulphate, 
and then finished off with a §in. coat of 
barium plaster made with 3 parts of sand, 
1 part of cement and 1 part of barium sul- 
phate.’’—Eb.] 


Squash Rackets Court: Approximate Cost. 
Sir,—I write to inquire whether it is 
possible to give me an approximate idea of 
the cost of erecting a squash rackets court? 
I realise, of course, that the price must 
depend to a very great extent on the site, 
soil, etc., and I require only a very approxi- 
mate figure, say, within a margin of £100 if 
possible. The court is for erection in a 
London suburb, and as it is desired to reduce 
the cost to a minimum it is proposed to dis- 
pense with the usual rear balcony.

THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Slum Clearance. 

Captain Fuller asked the Minister of 
Health if local authorities acting under a 
clearance order or compulsory purchase order 
included in the compensation which they 
had to pay such items as goodwill in the 
oase of a business and the repayment of mort- 
gages where they existed, and what instruc- 
tions had been issued by his department in 
this matter. 

Sir Hilton Young said the answer was in 
the negative. Local authorities were, how- 
ever, empowered by Section 41 of the Hous- 
ing Act, 1930, to make allowances in respect 
of removal expenses or loss due to disturb- 
ance of business or trade, and their attention 
had been drawn by circular letter and other- 
wise to the existence of this power. The 
matter was not one in which he had any 
authority to issue instructions. 

Mr. Mitcheson asked the Minister of 
Health whether he would introduce legislation 
to ensure that owners of good houses in slum- 
clearance aréas should be entitled to full com- 
pensation instead of the site value compensa- 
tion which they received at present. 

Sir Hilton Young said that the Housing 
Acts provided for the payment of compen- 
sation at site value in respect of dwelling- 
houses in a clearance area which were, by 
reason of disrepair or sanitary defects, unfit 
for human habitation, or were, by reason of 
their bad arrangement, or the narrowness or 
bad arrangement of the streets, dangerous or 
injurious to the health of the inhabitants of 
the area. The operation of these. provisions 
did not in practice involve the consequences 
suggested in the question, 


Ribbon Development. 

Sir Percy Hurd asked the Minister of 
Transport if he had taken into consideration 
the effect of ribbon development on arterial 
roads as a cause of road accidents and the 
fact that such development, if allowed to 
continue, would defeat the object for which 
these roads had been constructed at great 


‘ cost; and what action was proposed to meet 


the difficulty. 

Colonel Headlam said he was aware of the 
unfortunate results of ‘‘ ribbon development ”’ 
along certain roads. The recent Town and 
Country Planning Act had given the autho- 
rities further powers designed to prevent 
objectionable forms of ‘‘ ribbon development,”’ 
and it was hoped that full use would be made 
of those powers. In a circular issued to all 
local authorities in February last, the 
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Minister repeated certain previous recommen- 
dations as to the construction of parallel 
“* service-roads ’’ along arterial] routes, with 
a view to promoting the safety and converi- 
ence of traffic, 


St. John’s Lodge, Regent’s Park. 


Sm A. M. Samuet asked the First Com- 
missioner of Works whether the main build- 
ing of St. John’s Lodge, Regent’s Park, now 
unoccupied, could be used as a museum or 
exhibition building for modern sculpture, 
statuary’ and decorative metal by British 
craftsmen. 

Mr. Ormssy-Gore said if a body with the 
necessary financial backing and authority 
came forward with a suitable proposal of this 
description, he would be glad to consider it. 
He had drawn public attention to the fact 
that the house was available for suitable 
museum purposes, but it would require a 
considerable sum of money to be spent on it if 
it was to be used for such a purpose. 

Lr.-Cot. Moore asked if the First Com- 
missioner could give an assurance that this 
lovely building would not be pulled down, 
and that some suitable purpose would be 
found for it. 

Mr. Ormssy-Gore said that the Office of 
Works had had this building on their hands 
for some time. He admitted that the outside 
had some considerable architectural merit, but 
the inside was in a very bad condition, and 
would require a considerable sum of money 
to be spent on it. He was quite willing to 
receive any representations from any museum 
or local authority which desired to use it for 
exhibition purposes. 


Housing Progress. 

In answer to Mr. Mircueson, Mr. SHAKE- 
SPEARE said that the total number of houses 
builp in England and Wales _ (excluding 
houses of a rateable value exceeding £78 (or 
£105 in Greater London) during the half- 
year ended March 31, 1934, was 153,290, of 
which 120,781 were built by private enter- 
prise without State assistance. The highest 
corresponding total during any previous hald- 
year ending March 31 was 111,066 for the 
half-year ended March 31, 1927. | 

Mr. Hicks asked what proportion among 
the 120,000 were what might be called 
working-class houses? : f 

Mr. SuHakespearE said that the proportion 
was about 45,000. The remainder were ale | hi 
class houses. : 

Mr. H. Wit1ams asked whether it was 
not the case that the number of houses built 
by unaided private enterprise in the last six 
months was higher than the total built by 
private enterprise and subsidy during the 
previous six months. ‘ 

Mr, SHAKESPEARE said the comparable 
figure for the full year ending March last 
was 266,000, which was easily a record for 
the post-war period. 


Housing and High Buildings. 

Speaking before the Im erial Industries 
Club, Mr. H. RB. Selley, M.P., late ghairman 
of the Housing Committee of the L.C.C., in 
opening the discussion on ‘‘ Housing,”’ said 
that since the War between 50,000 and 60,000 
houses had been built in the County of 
London, and yet they had not tackled the 
real problem of remedying the overcrowded 
condition in which many people lived. There 
were still 23,000 houses in the county which 
were unfit for human habitation and injurious 
to the public health. The difficulty of re- 
housing displaced families was that so many 
had to live near their work, and available 
sites were so rare that the only solution in 
congested destricts would be to erect taller 
buildings. They might, at any rate, try the 
experiment of having 10-story buildings. —

MATERIALS AND CONSTRUCTION IN THE LIGHT OF 
MODERN RESEARCH—XVIII

MAINS AND SEWERS. 

In London the subject of electrolysis of 
water mains and graphitic deterioration has 
had consideration in recent years. The 
earthing of electric cables to mains is not 
ood, and special earth plates should be used. 
There is not much danger from properly 
insulated cables. To avoid electrolytic corro- 
sion, the joints of the pipes should be 
electrically efficient, i.e., without insulation. 
Material around the pipes should be as dry 
as possible in order to avoid the effect of 
stray currents. Fires have been caused by 
contacts between electric cables, gas and 
water pipes. 

Brick Sewers: For trunk sewers, brick is 
regaining favour, and whereas sewers were 
entirely of brick about half-a-century ago, 
they are now lined with brick and backed 
with concrete. It has been found that old 
egg-shaped sewers (without concrete backing) 
were inclined to split and open at the key 
joint in the top. This inferred yield in the 
haunch. With barrel sewers and culverts this 
weakness has not been observed to the same 
degree. In lining a sewer it is believed that 
the new class of engineering brick is excellent, 
both for wear and non-absorption. The latter 
1s important in the light of expansion through 
increased moisture content. This makes it 
possible to get thin joints, and to use a strong 
mortar for jointing. The back of the brick 
lining could be given a coat of bitumen in 
order to allow the contracting concrete (used 
for backing) to slide without damage to the 
lining. A new product is porous drain pipes 
made of concrete. The bottom is impervious 
{in some cases) and the top porous in order 
to allow for infiltration of soil water. The 
action of that soil water on the concrete is a 
matter for serious consideration. 


Water Services and Fittings. 


There are two issues of model specifications. 
These are issued by the British Waterworks 
Association (B.W.A.) and the Ministry of 
Health (M. of H.) respectively. The publica- 
tion of the B.W.A. is entitled “‘ Model By- 
laws and Regulations for the Prevention of 
Waste, Contamination or Misuse of Water.” 
the revision being dated 1926. The chief 
points are as follow. Comparative particulars 
of the Ministry of Health standard are added. 
The B.W.A. mark for fittings to this

_ “Supply pipe” means a pipe directly sub- 
ject to water pressure from the mains. ‘ Dis- 
tributing pipe” is a pipe conveying water 
supplied from the mains, not being a supply 
pipe, nor a waste pipe, overflow pipe, or other 
pipe in which one end is open so that it can- 
not remain charged with water. ‘“ Commu- 
nication pipe ’’ means any part of the supply 
pipe which extends from a distribution main 
or other pipe of the water authority up to 
the boundary of a consumer’s premises. 
These three terms in themselves should be 
more widely known. 





Pipes, taps, valves, cocks, cisterns, hot 
water apparatus, baths, basins, closets, 
urinals, meters or other water fittings shall 
be of good quality and to requirements 
stipulated. No pipe is to be laid through 
drains, manholes, ash-pits, manure holes, or 
to be in contact with any foul soil or injurious 
material. If laid through such soil, then 
proper protection must be made. The depth 
of the pipes must be such that there is at 
least 2 ft. 6 in. of cover. 
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gallon per flush per stall. Flush pipes are to 
be 1} in., and 9 Jh. per yard, if of lead. 
Waste pipes are to be jin., for it is 
necessary to have a larger pipe for taking 
away water which is not under pressure, as 
compared with the supply pipe, which is 
under pressure. The W.C. basin is to be 
so constructed as to be effectively cleansed 
by a two-gallons flush of water. (Modern 
building by-laws prohibit the use of the old 
type of W.C. pan in an indirect way.) 

Cold water feed cisterns, if of iron, wood 
or slate, are to be as described for storage 
cisterns. If of galvanised iron, and if of 
40 gallons capacity, made of No. 16 I.8.W.G., 
if 40 to 80 gallons, No. 14 ditto; if 80 to 
100 gallons, No. 11 ditto; if over 100 gallons, 
then to water authority’s approval, and pro- 
portionate to the depth of water. (With 
M. of H. storage cisterns, they are to be

+ light class of the B.W.A. and the correspond- 


ing class of the M. of H. they are similar. 
This difference is the subject of controversy. 

Cast iron pipes are to be to B.S.S. No. 78. 

Wrought iron and steel tubes are to be to 
B.S.S. No. 61 and to “‘ steam strength.”” The 
threads are to be conical. 

Brass and copper tubes are to be to B.S.S. 
No. 61, Table No. 1. For pressures over 
50 lb. per square inch, tables 2 and 3 of 
the B.S.S... The water authority may permit 
the use of tubesofa lighter gauge and couplings 
of an approved type as an alternative to the 
above screwed tubing. This is how the use 
of the lighter gauges of recent years are 
dealt with, and the Ministry of Health Speci- 
fication allows three gauges lighter when 
screwed threads are not used. _ 

Pipes and Fittings.—Connections must be 
gun-metal or brass between lead and iron. 
Storage cisterns must not be of greater capa- 
city than 80 gallons. If lead lined, 5 lb. lead, 
and if copper, No. 22 I.8.W.G. The solder 
at the joints of lead cisterns is not to be 
less than 3 lb. per lineal foot. The wood is 
to be 1 in. thick, dovetailed at joints. Cis- 
terns are to have dust covers and to be 
ventilated. : 

Flush cisterns are to be not more than two 
gallons capacity (M. of H. regulations state 
that this should the discharged in five 
seconds), 1 in. longer and 4 in. wider at 
top than at bottom. The corners of cast- 
iron, porcelain, earthenware, stoneware or 
fireclay cisterns are to be rounded inside and 
out. Lead- and copper-lined cisterns are to 
be of similar construction to those of storage 
cisterns, Cast-iron cisterns are to be at 
least 4 in. thick (M. of H. 3/16 in. thick), 
with bead around, and protected against rust. 
(M. of H. regulations state that they are 
not to be wider at top than at bottom.) Cis- 
terns are to have lead pads firmly fixed to 
receive the impression of the testing stamp. 
Wrought-iron cisterns are to be not less thick- 
ness than No. 12 I.8.W.G., and protected 
against rust. 

Porcelain and earthenware cisterns are to 
be not Jess than 4 in. thick, and fireclay 
cisterns not less than 3 in, thick. (In M. 


of H. regulations these are all 4 in. thick.) 
Ball taps must be to stipulations which are 
fully stated. 

The overflow is 3 in., and its lip must be 
15 in. below the top of the cistern. The 
water line is to be 1 in. below that. For 
cisterns are to accommodate 1 


urinals, 


not less than 25 gallons, and if for feed 
cisterns as well, then not less than 50 gallons.) 

Cylinders and tanks are to be a standard 
test pressure of 20 lb. per sq. in. A table 
of sizes is given for copper and galvanised 
iron. (The M. of H. regulations require then» 
to be able to resist twice normal pressure, 
and give gauges for wrought iron and 
copper.) 

Circulating pipes are to be not less than 
3 in., and the expansion pipe is to be above 
the top of the water line in the cistern. 
Connections to back boilers are to be of lead, 

alvanised iron or copper. The writer he- 
ieves in copper boilers and brass or copper 
connections. The fire-face of the boiler should 
be strong, and connections should be prefer- 
ably at end and not at top. 


Baths and lavatories should have their 
overflows below the level of the tap inlet. 
The Ministry of Health regulations state: 
that overflow or rim of h.w. bath taps are 
not to be less than §-in. bore, and lavatory 
basin taps not less than 3-in. bore. With 
reference to baths, the use of a connection for 
mixing hot and cold water is now favoured, 
and is termed a ‘‘ mixer.’”? With regard to 
lavatory basins, the placing of taps at the 
extreme back angles is a great improvement, 
for there is not the fear of bumping one’s. 
head while washing over them, as was the 
case with ‘taps at the centre of the basin. 

Standard fittings, design and construction 
can be of gun-metal, hard brass or white 
metal. The comparative figures in brackets: 
are those of M. of H. requirements. 

Gun-metal is to be not less than 88 pet 
cent. copper (85 per cent.), not less than 
8 per cent. (5 per cent.) of tin, and the 
balance of 4 per cent. (10 per cent.) made up 
of zinc, lead or spelter. It is to have a tensile 
strength of not less than 14 tons (12 tons} 
per sq. in. 

Hard-brass is to be an alloy of copper and 
zinc, with or without lead or tin, with not 
less than 60 per cent. of copper, and a ten- 
sile strength of not less than 12.9 tons per 
sq. in. (The brass of M. of H. specification 
is to be an alloy of copper and zinc with or 
without lead or tin, not less than 62 per 
cent. copper, and not more than 4 per cent. 
of lead. The tensile strength is nut to be 
less than 12 tons per sq. in.) 

White-metal is a non-corrodible alloy, with 
a tensile strength of not less than 12.9 tons 
per sq. in. There are other stipulation-, 
and revisions are put in red. The name or 
registered trade mark of the maker shall 
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be stamped on all fittings. The washering 
of hot and cold taps differ. 

Ball taps are of two kinds. High-pres 
sure ball taps are for a test pressure of 
200 Ib. per sq. in., and low-pressure for 
50 Ib. per sq. in. (M. of H. have another 
for 10 lb. per sq. in. as well.) 

When silence pipes are put to w.c. 
cisterns, then small holes are to be drilled at 
the top to prevent, siphonage back into the 
feed pipes. This is an important principle 
of water supplies. Good drawings and de- 
tailed sizes are given of all the chief fittings. 

The above notes on the B.W.A. regula 
tions are given because modern plumbing 
practice is based largely upon these regula- 
tions. The following notes are taken from the 
‘“ Model By-laws” of the Ministry of Health 
for the ‘‘ Prevention of Waste of Water,” 
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1928, and repetition of B.W.A. particulars is 
avoided. For cast-iron pipes, B.8.8.°78 is the 
standard, and pipes are to have been tested 
to twice the normal pressure. For copper pipes 
without threads, a gauge which is_ three 
gauges lighter than the B.S.S. Standard is 
allowed. ‘Taps and valves must he able to 
resist a pressure of 300 lb. per sq. in. Par- 
ticulars of construction are given. 

.B.S.8. (61-1913) for Copper Tubes and 
their Screw Threads.—The tubes are not to 
be less than 99.25 per cent. copper, and 
0.45 per cent. must be arsenic. Tests are 
given for drifting, flattening, doubling over 
and pressure. ee classes are given, and 
named ‘‘low pressure’’ (LL.P.), ‘‘ medium 
pressure” (M.P.), and ‘‘high pressure” 
(H.P.). The sizes range from {-in. to 4-in. 
bore. The particulars as to sizes, gauges and 
weights are as follow for. popular sizes :—

A NEW STRUCTURAL STEEL 


A’ paper on “A New High Tensile Steel 
for Structural Work’? was read by Mr. 
Gilbert Roberts, B.Sc., A.M.Inst.C.E., 
recently before the Institution of Structural 
Engineers. 


Until very recently, said the lecturer, the 


. only, quality of steel which could be used 


economically for structures of moderate size 
was the standard 28/33 tons per sq. in. mild 
steel. Special high tensile stecls had hitherto 
been so expensive that they were useful only 
for those structures in which the saving. in 
dead weight was of paramount importance. In 
the United States of America nickel steel and 
silicon steels had been extensively used for 
long-span bridges, but, so far as he was 
aware, they had not been used for smaller 


- structures in which there was no special in- 


centive for the designer to reduce the dead 
load. In large structures it was often neces 
sary~ to use a high tensile material, even if 
the increased cost per ton, as compared with 
mild steel, was high. In small structures its 
use could only be economical if the percentage 
increase ‘in strength was greater than the 
increase in cost. 


The object of the paper was to describe the 
properties and uses of a new high tensile steel 
which was economical in that sense for struc- 
tures of moderate size—the increase in 
strength was about 50 per cent., and the 
extra cost 15 to 20 per cent. Although it 
was less than a year since the steel was first 
put on the market, more than 25,000 tons had 
already been produced, and it had been used 
in a number of important structures. A sum- 
mary of the numerous tests which had been 
carried out on this ‘‘ Chromador ’”’ steel—on 
the. strength of struts, high tensile rivets, 
fatigue, etc.--were then given by the lecturer, 
data included being tabies showing compari- 
sons between various members in ‘‘ Chro- 
mador’’ and other steels. The following 
summary showed the weights of mild and 
high tensile steel in alternative designs for 
three typical steel-frame buildings :—

The first of those examples, said the lec- 
turer, was one of the most favourable for the 
substitution of high tensile steel, since the 
loads: were heavy and the sections. substan- 
tial. The 23 per cent.:saving in weight might, 
therefore, be taken as near the upper limit of 
what might be expected in building work. 
On the other hand, the second and third ex- 
amples were not so favourable, because the 
sections of the mild steel members in the 
second example were not sufficiently heavy to 
allow of much reduction; while in the third 
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example the limitations of deflection were 
severe, owing to the long spans of the floors. 
The total reduction in weight, therefore, that 
could be effected by the substitution of high 
tensile steel may be taken as from 174 per 
cent. to 25 percent. It should be noted that 
any reduction in the sizes of the members of 
a  steel-frame building might produce 
economies apart from any saving in the cost 
of steel, such as in the amount of fireproof 
casing and internal decorative work. In the 
first of these examples the saving in the quan- 
tity of concrete casing was 104 per cent. 


Economics of the Steel. 

It remained to’ see, concluded the lecturer, 
what those savings meant in terms of money. 
The cost of a complete steel structure was 
made up of five main items :—(1) Design and 
drawing-office work; (2) plain material; (3) 
shop: fabrication; (4) transport; and (5) 
erection. Those items were affected by the 
use of high tensile steel as follows :—(1) It 
is clear that the drawing-office costs would be 
practically the same whichever kind of steel 
was employed, since the calculations and 
drawings: were unaltered. (2) The price per 
ton of high tensile steel was greater than that 
of mild steel, but the quantity required was 
reduced. The total cost of the plain materia! 
would generally be less in high tensile than 
in mild steel. (3) The cost of shop fabrica- 
tion with the high tensile steel would be 
reduced, though not quite in proportion to 
the reduction in weight. The amount of drill- 
ing and riveting was less with the high tensile 
steel — to the use of high tensile steel 
rivets, and the members were lighter and 
easier to handle. The cost of templates, on 
the other hand, remained unaltered. (4) The 
cost of transport was reduced in direct pro- 
portion to the saving in weight. (5) The total 
cost of the site erection should be reduced on 
account of the saving effected in site riveting 
and the reduction of the maximum weight of 
pieces to be lifted. On the other hand, the 
overhead costs were spread over a smaller 
tonnage of steel, so that, as in the case of 
shop fabrication, the reduction in cost would 
not be in direct proportion to the tonnage. 

The relative costs of a structure in mild 
and high tensile steel estimated on this basis 
for various percentage reductions. in total 
weight were plotted in Fig.1. Those figures 
had been found to agree substantially with 
costs ascertained in practice.

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CAST CONCRETE 


Tue first Bristol meeting of the Cast Con- 
crete Products Association was held on 
April 17, at the Royal Hotel, College Green, 
the chairman of the association, Mr. H. W. 
Jenks, presiding. There were present more 
than fifty members and guests, including the 
following West of England members :— 
Messrs. A. C. James (Bristol Stone and Con- 
crete Co., Ltd.), G. F. Worsdell (Gloucester 
Stone Co., Ltd.), W. A. Hutchings (Wharf- 
lane Concrete Co., Ltd.), G. Head (Strenic 
Construction Co., Ltd., C. K. Bowden (Roads 
Reconstruction (1934), Ltd.), and F. 8. Sharp, 
A.M.I.Mech.E. (Sharp, Jones and Co., Ltd.). 
Messrs. O. A. Aisher, D. H. Stent (members 
of Council) and A. S. Windsor (secretary) 
attended. 

After lunch the company adjourned to the 
Merchant Venturers’ Technical College for an 
address by Dr. R. E. Stradling (director, 
Building Research Station) entitled “‘ Scien- 
tific Research in the Cast Concrete Industry.’ 
The important step which had been taken by 
the cast concrete products industry, said Dr. 
Stradling, was typical of the times, and for 
that to be realised he would like at the outset 
to spend a few moments in speaking of the 
building industry generally. The latter was 
essentially one which for generations had had 
its knowledge stored in and passed on by 
craftsmanship, and probably no industry was 
prouder of its craftsmanship than was the 
building industry. It must be realised, how- 
ever, that the building industry was deve- 
loped when speed was of no object and labour 
was almost slave labour compared with what 
it was to-day. A very vast change had 
occurred. Upon that old industry, brought 
up and based upon craftsmanship, had been 
forced the necessity of speed, quite apart 
from economy. This brought in its train a 
number of troubles. The pressure of housing 
immediately after the war was productive of 
much trouble, and it was on account of this 
primarily that the Building Research Station 
was established. The industry was a “‘ happy 
hunting ground’ for purveyors of ‘‘ patent 
medicines,’ and many were tempted to try 
these out. The only way to understand 
whether . they were good or bad was to 
understand what they were, and by experi- 
ence to decide whether they could be useful 
or not. 


Modern Materials. 

Now, when a relatively new material, such 
as cast stone or concrete roofing tiles came 
into being, it came because it fulfilled a 
demand. Taking the section of the industry 
upon which most research had been done— 
the reconstructed stone side—what were the 
demands which had made that material 
popular and enabled it to carve out for itself 
a very real place in the building industry? 
Why was it replacing natural stone? There 
were two reasons: (1) Cost. (2) That un- 
doubtedly natural stone had deteriorated in 
ang very badly. When a natural material 

ad been used for generations, why should it 
be rejected for reasons other than cost? 
That, he thought, brought them back again 
to the question of hurry. Building nowadays 
was at a rate quite unlike anything done in 
times when stone was the common material, 
with the result that the chances of getting 
a sufficient supply of the material to give a 
perfectly uniform job throughout with no bad 
stones were rather remote. Due to pressure 
on the quarries, stone was getting on the 
market which, considered simply from the 
point of view of durability, ought not to get 
there. The problem was not, however, as 
simple as it might appear. If they allowed 
an experienced mason to choose the stone 
good results would often be forthcoming, but 
not always, for his choice was influenced by 
his desire to obtain material easily worked 
rather than essentially durable. It was in- 
teresting to trace out the problem with ex- 
perienced masons, and to see how the real 
craftsmen had an instinctive knowledge of 
good or bad, but the stone best for working 


was not always the best for weathering—the 
two were not necessarily combined. 

Put simply, reconstructed stone was made 
by taking particles of natural stone and stick- 
ing them together with Portland cement. This 
could be done under factory conditions. They 
were no longer dealing with the natural 
material, but with a factory-made product, 
and if the makers were reliable they should 
be able to guarantee it. That meant that if 
the section of industry which they were con- 
sidering could so put its house in order that 
it could guarantee to turn out material of con- 
sistent quality—without poor blocks—then 
there was an element of certainty in masonry 
work which had never before been possible 
except by relying upon the judgment of very 
experienced masons. With the factory-made 
product there was also an advantage in that 
instead of rough hacking, reconstructed stone 
could be cast very nearly to the actual size 
and then could be carved to finished dimen- 
sions in the same way as natural stone, and 
the resulting texture was extremely good. 
Texture was of vital importance, and he 
wished to emphasise what texture meant. It 
was something more than appearance; it was 
a physical condition of the surface. It could 
be illustrated in the following way. They 
knew builders spoke about a wall ‘‘ breath- 
ing’ and that was a very real thing. If 
water got into a wall it must be able to get 
out again. As an example the case of re- 
pointing was interesting; if an old wall built 
with lime mortar was re-pointed with dense 
cement mortar, the brickwork sometimes 
started to decay. It was a common experience 
with certain types of brick, although it did 
not happen with every type. There was a 
difference in texture between lime mortar 
and brick and cement mortar and brick. The 
lime mortar acted as a safety valve for any 
salts in solition in the wall, but if cement 
mortar were substituted the balance was 
changed. Instead of coming out at the mortar. 
the salt solutions came out through the bricks. 
Texture was important and had to be watched 
in new products. He had been impressed. 
said the speaker, by the fact that in the 
Bristol area manufacturers, architects and 
builders seemed in much closer agreement in 
the use of lime mortar for jointing; he did not 
think there was much doubt that as a result 
some troubles with the use of cast stone would 
be avoided—it would stop certain types of 
staining, and many of the cracks between 
stone and mortar would be prevented. <A 
weak mortar allowed the masonry units to 
settle down, and so gave a more watertight 
joint. 

Concrete had suffered from the enthusiasm 
of its early advocates. Thirty years ago, rein- 
forced concrete and concrete generally was 
often spoken of as requiring only unskilled 
labour. Such claims had reacted on the whole 
industry. The opposite was the truth, for 
modern concrete work needed skilled labour 
and skilled supervision. 


Properties of Hydraulic Cements. 


The three outstanding properties of 
hydraulic cements, outside the actual aggre- 
gates, which required examination, were :— 
(1) hydration, (2) shrinkage, (3) moisture 
movement. When Portland cement was 
mixed with water, the chemical process which 
took place was known as the hydration of the 
cement. The whole of the cement never com- 
pletely hydrated, however, and it was possible 
under a microscope to distinguish the par- 
ticles of unhydrated cement. Roughly 40 per 
cent. to 50 per cent. was unhydrated, but if 
moisture found access then further hydration 
would take place. That might cause expan- 
sion and so give trouble. or by the same action 
a crack might seal itself. 

Shrinkage movement was due to the 
material which was formed when cement 
hydrated, being in the state known as “ gel.’ 
That might be thought of as glue or jelly 
which, if water was added, swelled, and if 
removed from water shrank, and hydraulic 
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cements behaved similarly. The movement 
was quite small, about the order of safe 
strains in steel. There were two sorts of 
shrinkage. One took place the first time a 
piece of concrete dried out—whether that 
were two days or twenty years—and could 
not be reversed by again adding water. The 
other was reversible, and was often described 
as moisture movement. 


Co-operative Research. 


Perhaps no recent case of co-operation, said 
the speaker, had been so fruitful of real 
scientific knowledge, and of commercial 
importance, as had resulted from the investi- 
gations which the Cast Concrete Products 
Association had undertaken in conjunction 
with the Building Research Station. They 
had started off to re-examine what shrinkage 
and moisture movement meant, and as a 
result had discovered that certain conditions 
under which the concrete was stored—the 
carbon dioxide in the atmosphere was especi- 
ally important—had a fundamental effect on 
the amount of shrinkage, and that a non- 
recoverable shrinkage could be obtained, 
rather like the first shrinkage, but due to 
carbonation. What did that mean? It 
meant that at last they had got a key to 
concrete control, and he did not think it was 
exaggerating to say the key for which the 
industry had been groping had been obtained 
by that co-operative effort. Knowledge had 
been placed in the hands of manufacturers 
which enabled a measure of control which 
before was utterly impossible. He thought 
that that knowledge would have a very far- 
reaching effect indeed. Another section of 
work touched upon was colours used for con- 
crete. There, again, by the practical maker 
and the scientific worker in the laboratory 
joining hands it had been possible to decide 
on work of practical importance, and as a 
result he felt that, provided the makers used 
the knowledge obtained, which doubtless they 
would, the products would be even safer than 
they ever had been before. If it were possible 
to get all sections of the building industry in 
possession of the technique which was needed 
to control and utilise their materials from a 
modern point of view, they would have very 
few of the troubles which at present faced 
them. One man making bad products could 
do much harm in that anyone who used them 
might decide never to use such materials 
again; thus co-operation and utilisation of the 
results was of the utmost importance. 

Cast stone had been emphasised, chiefly 
because it was the section of work which the 
C.C.P.A. Research Committee had considered 
should be studied most, but there were two 
other very important sections—roofing tiles 
and concrete pipes. These were easier 
sections from the research point of view in 
that they were not concerned with appear- 
ance in quite the same way as cast stone. 
As tiles hung loose, a small movement did 
not matter, but it was necessary to ensure 
that ‘the tiles were strong enough, that they 
shed water off, and that the colour was 
relatively permanent. A_ big section of 
industry had grown up, and a British 
Standard Specification had been issued for the 
product. Work had been done by the 
C.C.P.A. Research Committee and workers at 
the Building Research Station in an endeavour 
to make the Specification as perfect as 
possible, and-he thought it could be relied 
upon to ensure a sound material. Whiist 
concrete roofing tiles and concrete pipes had 
been effectively dealt with by British 
Standard Specifications, there was no 
specification for cast stone. He (the speaker) 
did not think it was possible to draw up a 
specification at present. It was necessarv to 
rely upon the maker, and he thought if the 
maker had- been inside this research move- 
ment he could be relied upon with increased 
confidence. Until there was some method 


of guarantee throughout the whole industry 
it would be necessary to rely upon the 
personal guarantee of the maker, and as a 
result of the research the maker should be 
able to give a personal assurance in a way 
not previously possible.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


First Year Building Mathematics. By R. C. 
SmirH. London: Sir Isaac Pitman & 
Sons, Ltd. Price 3s. 6d. net. 

The principal aim of this work is the 
equipment of the student for the examina. 
tions he must now ordinarily take at the 
outset of his career if he aspires to a posi- 
tion in the higher ranks. But apart from 
examinations, nothing is likely to be of 
better service to the building student de. 
sirous of making headway than a thorough 
grounding in practical mathematics. Unfor- 
tunately, entrants to the industry are often 
lacking in this respect. The principal merit 
of this work is its clarity. The author takes 
nothing for granted and goes straight 
through from the four simple rules up to 
and including trigonometry. 


Steam Heating. By the late Freperick W. 
Dye. Second Edition. London: E. & 
F. W. Spon, Ltd. Price 7s. 6d. net. 
Addressing himself mainly to the master 

mechanic, who is so often responsible for the 
lay-out, erection, and maintenance of small 
heating installations, and to those responsible 
for the supervision of larger works, the 
author of this book was able to dispense with 
much of the matter that must necessarily be 
included in works designed for the student 
preparing for examinations. The result is 
that into a comparatively small work he 
has compressed a great deal of informa- 
tion. It is pointed out that though steam 
heating is not so largely employed here as in 
America and in some of the European States, 
there is, however, a good and regular demand 
for it; and that where steam is a by-product, 
consideration should always be given to the 
practicability of making use of it. Regarded 
from this point of view, the work will be 
helpful to architects and builders. Its main 
purpose, however, is to give guidance to 
those immediately concerned with the prac- 
tical details of installations, and this it does 
in an admirable manner. 


The Principles of Heating and Ventilation. 
B ; Vernon, M.A., M.D. London: 
Edward Arnold & Co. Price 14s. net. 
Since the heating and ventilating of build- 

ings are closely related one to another, this 
book should be a welcome addition to the 
library of those who are in any way interested. 
The subject-matter is well arranged, and 
contains a wealth of information which should 
be of much value not only to those for whom 
it is primarily intended, but also to architects 
and builders. It is not always easy to give 
details of scientific experiments in simple, 
every-day language; one is bound, therefore, 
to find here and there technical explanations 
rather difficult to follow. Since the author is 
also a doctor of medicine, the pages on air- 
conditioning, as may be expected, are very 
interesting and instructive. In connection 
with the heating of buildings, there are many 
architects and builders who would like to 
know :—(a) how to prevent the blackening of 
walls in the immediate neighbourhood of a 
radiator; (6) how to prevent the cracking and 
jarring noises that always accompany pipe 
and radiator heating; and (c) how to make 
sure that the repeated heating expansion and 
contraction of plaster, etc., can take place 
without any cracking. 


Sewers and Sewerage. By H. Guiserr 
Wayatt, M.I.C.E. London: Sir Isaac 
Pitman & Sons, Ltd. Price 2s. 6d. net. 
In his preface to this book, a third edition, 

the author states that “‘It is intended more 
especially for the guidance of those who are 
responsible for designing and carrying out 
schemes for the sewerage of cities, towns and 
villages, whether as engineers, surveyors or 
draughtsmen; and at the same time as a 
guide for the student who has to prepare for 
examinations in sanitary science.’”’ In some 
one hundred and twenty pages the author 
makes a very successful attempt to live up 
to his preface. The contractor who may 
carry out the work is not by any means for- 
gotten, for the author gives many useful and 
thoroughly practical hints.

However, no 
priority of date is given, and anyone seeing 
an invention may file an application for 
patent in this country and other countries, 
and unless the first and true inventor can 
prove fraud, the applicant will obtain a 
valid patent. ‘‘The importance of this 
matter to exhibitors at the British Industries 
Fair,’ concludes the writer, ‘‘ cannot. be 
oever-estimated in view of the ‘ international ’ 
attendance.”

Lighting for Cranes. 

The second report in the series of papers 
on Industrial Lighting just issued by the

Research (Illumination Research Technical 

Paper No. 15, H.M. Stationery Office, a

net) deals with lighting for cranes. t 
first report of the series, which dealt with 
the lighting of docks, warehouses and their 
approaches, appeared a few months ago. The 
report points out that in crane lighting there 
are two mutually opposing points of view to 
be dealt with, namely, those of the crane 
driver, and the worker on the quay. Lights 
which the crane may carry to illuminate the 
load may be a source of glare to those work- 
ing on the quay. Conversely, cluster and 
other lamps situated on the quay and directly 
visible to the crane driver may interfere with 
his vision. A system of crane lighting, there- 
fore, should provide satisfactory visibility of 
the load in ail positions, also, if possible, of 
the extremity of the jib, without glare to 
the driver or quay worker. On the quay the 
light sources should preferably be of low 
brightness, carefully positioned and invisible 
from the crane cabin. Various experimental 
systems of lighting of cranes are considered in 
the report.
